O n May 1-2, gay and lesbians elders, care 
providers, researchers, and activists 
will gather in New York City for the 
first national conference on aging in 
the gay and lesbian community. Enti¬ 
tled “Gays and Lesbians Growing Older — 
Expanding the Family Portrait,” the confer¬ 
ence is sponsored by Senior Action in a Gay 
Environment (SAGE) and will be held at 
Fordham University. 

The conference will address a full range 
of issues affecting older lesbians and gay 
men, including discrimination against gays 
and lesbians in healthcare settings and hous¬ 
ing; rejection and neglect of elders within the 
gay and lesbian community; legal and public 
policy issues; and spirituality. According to 
SAGE Executive Director Terry Kaelber,“The 
debates about aging, ageism, and age-phobia 
are really heating up in the lesbian and gay

G one are the safer-sex slogans. Done 
away with are the posters featuring 
hunky naked men “dressed for the oc¬ 
casion.” Fast fading into history are the 
messages with “be here for the cure” 
simplicity. Even glowingly patriotic “Life, 
Liberty, and the Pursuit of Happiness” plugs 
for young queer men to use condoms are 
nowhere be found in the new age of HIV 
prevention being crafted by the nation’s 
third-largest AIDS service organization. 

Welcome, instead, to Gay Life, the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation’s newfangled, 
all-encompassing, more up-to-date ap¬ 
proach to stopping the spread of HIV. It’s a 
warm, cuddly, yet earnest program aimed at 
providing “safe spaces” for gay men to con¬ 
nect with their brothers, create a sense of 
community, build up self esteem, and gen¬ 
erally “navigate the complexities of gay life 
in San Francisco.” 

Where one of SFAF’s early (1986) slogans 
read “AIDS, It’s What You Do, Not Who Your 
Are,” the new catch phrase — if anyone at 
SFAF were inclined to devise one (which 
they aren’t) — could well be: “AIDS, It’s How 
You Feel About Yourself, Not What You Do.”

L ongtime gay activist Brian Cheu has 
been hired as the new executive director 
of the Lavender Youth Recreation and 
Information Center (LYRIC), the only 
full-service community center serving 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, transgender, and ques¬ 
tioning (LGBTQ) youth in San Francisco. 

LYRIC, established in 1988, provides an 
array of services for young people. As execu¬ 
tive director, Cheu will be responsible for 
overseeing all aspects of the organization, 
which provides a safe and supportive space for 
LGBTQ youth to meet and participate in lead¬ 
ership, recreational, and educational activities 
by and for young people. The agency provides 
social and recreational activities, health infor¬ 
mation, educational opportunities, and most 
importantly, peer support for young people. 

“This is my ideal job,” said Cheu. “I am 
looking forward to improving the services 
available here in San Francisco to all lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, transgender, and questioning 
youth, and feel very fortunate to be given 
this opportunity to work with an agency as 
committed as LYRIC to offer these services 
in a peer-based model.” 

He said that LYRIC’s current annual bud¬ 
get is approximately $700,000; his annual 
salary is $52,000.

GAPA scholarship

ocietal pressures coupled 
with feelings of isolation can 
conspire to keep lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and transgender Asian 
and Pacific Islander youth from 
achieving their full potential. Rec¬ 
ognizing these forces, the Gay 
Asian Pacific Alliance (GAPA) has 
established the GAPA/George 
Choy Memorial Scholarship to 
help youth have a greater oppor¬ 
tunity to succeed. By offering the 
scholarship, GAPA hopes to nur¬ 
ture and support people who can 
serve as role models for others in 
the community. 

The application deadline is 
Monday, June 1 and a maximum 
$200 will be granted this year. 
GAPA has plans, however, to raise 
funds for a $20,000 endowment by 
the year 2000, with the goal of pro¬ 
viding a scholarship of $1,000 an¬ 
nually. The scholarship is being of¬ 
fered through the Horizons Foun¬ 
dation, a grant making community 
foundation dedicated to improving 
the human services and quality of 
life for the queer community. 

The GAPA scholarship is in¬ 
tended for students entering their 
first year of post-secondary edu¬ 
cation. Students of Asian/Pacific 
Islander descent from nine Bay 
Area counties, including San 


Francisco, San Mateo, Santa 
Clara, Alameda, Contra Costa, 
Marin, Napa, Sonoma, and 
Solano, are eligible to apply. Pref¬ 
erence will be given to students 
who self-identify as lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, or transgender, but all 
students meeting the qualifica¬ 
tions are welcome to apply if they 
can show they are supportive of 
the queer community. 

“This scholarship will serve a 
need in the community for de¬ 
serving youth who might require 
financial aid or who have served 
their community and never been 
recognized,” said David Yau, chair 
of GAPA’s scholarship committee. 
“As with all scholarships, it also 
imparts increased self-worth and 
honor to its recipients.” 

The scholarship is named in 
honor of Choy, an ardent activist 
who spoke out for queer Asians 
and Pacific Islanders, driven by 
the belief that gay people are all 
part of the family too. “George 
played a crucial role in creating a 
safe environment for members of 
our community,” said Donald 
Masuda, GAPA board member. 
“He was a passionate fighter, 
whose will and determination 
served as an inspiration to so 
many around him.” Choy, who 
died in 1993, was especially vocal 
in support of queer youth. He 
fnuvht for Proiert 10. the counsel¬ 


ing program for queer teenagers 
now in effect in San Francisco’s 
public schools. 

“The scholarship is an ideal 
opportunity to set our sights on 
the bigger picture and look to¬ 
wards the broader community,” 
said co-chair Eric Herbas. “By fos¬ 
tering leadership, community 
building, and philanthropy, GAPA 
reaches out and stakes a claim on 
the future.” 

The scholarship is one of the 
many projects GAPA is working 
on as it celebrates its 10th anniver¬ 
sary this year. GAPA is a commu¬ 
nity-based organization that fos¬ 
ters awareness, developing a posi¬ 
tive identity and establishing a 
supportive community for gay 
and bisexual Asians and Pacific Is¬ 
landers. The organization is ac¬ 
cepting tax-deductible contribu¬ 
tions for the scholarship fund. ▼

NGPA offers pilot scholarship to queers

T he National Gay Pilots Asso¬ 
ciation (NGPA) has 
launched a new scholarship 
program for member of the gay 
and lesbian community seeking a 
career as a pilot. Two scholarships, 
both for $1,500, will be awarded 
by September 1, 1998 and can be 
used to pay tuition or flight train¬ 
ing costs incurred by student pi¬ 
lots enrolled at a college or uni¬ 
versity offering an accredited avi¬ 
ation curriculum, such as air sci¬ 
ence, aerospace, aerodynamics, 
engineering, or airport manage¬ 
ment. Scholarships can also be ap¬ 
plied toward the flight training 
costs incurred in a professional 
pilot training program at any 
training facility certified by the 
FAA. 

“Piloting is one of the last 


strongholds of homophobia,” said 
Ron Swanda, NGPA executive di¬ 
rector. “And the best way to 
change that sad fact is to bring 
more gays and lesbians into this 
career field. Many NGPA mem¬ 
bers have found great satisfaction 
in their choice of piloting as a ca¬ 
reer, and they want to encourage 
other gays and lesbians to do the 
same.” 

Incorporated in 1994, the 
NGPA is a nonprofit, all-volunteer 
organization whose goals are to 
encourage gays and lesbians to 
being piloting careers; provide an 
affirming social and professional 
network; promote aviation safety; 
and foster equal treatment of gay 
and lesbian pilots. The NGPA is 
headquartered in Washington DC 
with an active membership of 
over 500 pilots from nearly every 
state and seven other countries. 
Membership, however, is open to 


anyone, including non-pilots and 
aviation aficionados. 

Funds have already been se¬ 
cured for this year’s scholarships, 
and funds are in-hand to ensure 
future scholarship awards as well. 
However, the NGPA is seeking ad¬ 
ditional donations to increase the 
amount and number of the annu¬ 
al education fund through their 
501 (c)(3) tax-deductible status. ▼

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Supe’s on: Leno joins board

f undreds of supporters filled 
the Herbst Theatre last 
. Wednesday, April 22 for the 
swearing in of new San Francisco 
Supervisor Mark Leno; the gay, 
Jewish, small business owner 
pledged to work on a number of 
issues between now and Novem¬ 
ber, when he will face voters to 
keep his seat on the board. Leno 
was appointed by Mayor Willie 
Brown to fill the seat vacated by 
Susan Leal, the Latina lesbian who 
was elected city treasurer. 

Leal quipped that Leno is not 
a Latina lesbian, however, she 
praised his appointment to the 
board. “I truly believe your con¬ 
stituency will know no bounds. 
This lesbian Latina is proud to 
have you as a representative on 
the board,” said Leal. 

Political leaders from the city 
were on hand, including just about 
every supervisor, and Assembly- 
members Carole Migden and Kevin 
Shelley. Migden, who Leno has 
called his mentor, also had praise 
for his work in various community 
activities. “The first thing you see is 
his goodness and his sincerity. He is 


a true leader in San Francisco and a 
person who many organizations 
depend on,” said Migden. 

The mayor half-joked that 
Leno should enjoy the day of 
praise. “On Monday, after the first 
vote, it’s over,” said the mayor, re¬ 
ferring to Leno’s first board meet¬ 
ing that was April 27. 

After taking the oath of office, 
which was administered by 
Brown, Leno gave a short speech 
that described his background 
and some of the initiatives he 
hopes to work on as a supervisor. 

“Quality of life issues dear to me 
as a private citizen — public health 
and safety, housing and the home¬ 
less, small business concerns, as 
well as the planting of trees, revital¬ 


ization of our parks and the respect 
of and access to our treasured cul¬ 
tural institutions, will now be the 
focus of my public work.” said 
Leno. “With limited financial and 
human resources, every concern at¬ 
tracts multiple proposals...I am 
certain that we can only address 
these very difficult issues with fair¬ 
ness if we proceed with concern for 
the greater good. 

“My hope and intent is to play 
an effective role in the delibera¬ 
tion of these issues, to be a posi¬ 
tive force that brings together 
varying points of view. Let us all 
accept the challenge to broaden 
our perspectives and aim for that 
which is best for San Francisco,” 
Leno said. V 


AIDS housing project gets 
$1 million HOPWA loan

Jj| controversial HIV/AIDS 
Jf Jl housing project for very 
low-income women and 
their children in the Western Ad¬ 
dition was narrowly approved for 
a loan by the San Francisco Rede¬ 
velopment Commission, follow¬ 
ing hours of public testimony on 
Tuesday, April 28. The often-con- 
tentious meeting pitted neighbors 
against each other during the de¬ 
bate but supporters of the project 
easily outnumbered opponents; 
in the end, commissioners voted 
4 to 3, approving a Housing Op¬ 
portunities for People with AIDS 
(HOPWA) loan in the amount of 
$1,070,911. 

Commissioner Mark Dunlop, 
an openly gay man with AIDS, 
amended the loan package to in¬ 
clude a provision that Catholic 
Charities, the planned service 
provider for the seven-unit apart¬ 
ment site located at 1652 Eddy 
Street, partner with an agency lo¬ 
cated in the Western Addition to 
provide services. The project is 
being developed by the Bernal 
Heights Neighborhood Center 
(BHNC), a nonprofit agency. In 
addition to serving the seven fam¬ 
ilies who will live on site, the Pos¬ 


itive MATCH (Mothers And 
Their Children with HIV/AIDS) 
Family Housing program plans to 
provide intensive services for an¬ 
other 36 families who live off site, 
helping a total of 43 families. 

Just about all of those speaking 
out against the project said they 
recognized the need for 
HIV/AIDS housing, however, they 
maintained the community did 
not receive adequate notice from 
redevelopment agency staff, nor 
were they involved in the plan¬ 
ning process with Catholic Char¬ 
ities and BHNC. 

San Francisco Supervisor 
Amos Brown strongly opposed 
the project and attempted to get 
Commission President Lynette 
Sweet to give him more time to 
speak because of his position as a 
city supervisor. Sweet declined 
and enforced the three-minute- 
per-person time limit for speakers. 

“It pains me to stand here again 
and witness the community [op¬ 
posed to the project] crying out 
like lambs to be respected,” said 
Brown, pastor at the large Third 
Baptist Church in the Western Ad¬ 
dition. “No one from Catholic 
Charities spoke to me. ... I think 
this noble end is crippled.... Seven 
people is a drop in the bucket.” 

That was eloquently countered 


by neighbor Dorothy Goldstone’s 
remark, “The bucket is empty and 
we’d welcome a drop of any size.” 

Numerous women living with 
HIV and AIDS who reside in the 
Western Addition also spoke in 
support of the proposal. The pro¬ 
ject would be the first of its kind 
in San Francisco and has received 
$600,000 in federal grants. Total 
development cost for the project is 
estimated at $1.7 million, roughly 
$76,000 per bed, which Dunlop 
said is in line with similar projects. 

Commissioner LeRoy King, 
one of those who voted against 
awarding BHNC the 30-year loan, 
said, “I’m not against AIDS. 
Tonight, here, is very disturbing.” 
He questioned whether agency 
staff had adequately provided in¬ 
formation to the community. Two 
votes to postpone the loan request 
were defeated by commissioners. 

Dunlop acknowledged that 
more could have been done by 
Catholic Charities. “I wish they’d 
done a little better job with the 
community,” Dunlop told the 
B.A.R. “Now they will be in full 
partnership [with an agency in 
the Western Addition].” 

Sweet cut right to the point be¬ 
fore casting her vote, “I don’t 
think we heard ‘No.’ We need the 
housing.” V

Dignity goes silver

' -fi. / he Catholic Church has 
changed a great deal in the 
II last quarter of a century, but 
Dignity S.F., the city’s gay Catholic 
organization, is celebrating its 
25th anniversary this year with the 
view that its work is far from over. 

The group is celebrating its her¬ 
itage with events throughout the 
year and is looking forward to con¬ 
tinued effort to raise awareness and 
effect change in Church theology to 
be more understanding and inclu¬ 
sive of its gay and lesbian members. 

Anniversary activities kicked 
off with a brunch on February 1, a 
thanksgiving liturgy and founders’ 
reception on April 19, and a din¬ 
ner dance on Saturday, April 25. 

Gino Ramos, current co-chair 
of Dignity SF, told the B.A.R. that 
special anniversary events will con¬ 
tinue through the year. The group 
is working on a float to herald its 
anniversary in the June Pride Pa¬ 
rade. Plans are also under way for a 
July “pilgrimage tour” trolley ride 
through San Francisco to visit all 
the places Dignity has called home 
over the years. Later in the year, the 
group is planning a sort of “home¬ 
coming” event, Ramos said. 

It all started back in the early 
’70s, when the gay rights move¬ 
ment was still in its infancy and 
the Catholic Church was still very 
much in denial of its gay and les¬ 
bian members. Dignity S.F.’s first 
meeting was on January 21,1973, 
according to Tom Fry, a former 
diocesan priest and one of the 
group’s founders. 

At that time, Fry said, he had 
left the priesthood but continued 
spending time in the Church 
making speeches and providing 
referrals to gay Catholics. 

“Of course I knew a lot of 
priests,” Fry said, “and they sup¬ 
ported me in my ministry to the 
gay community.” 

There were a few other Dignity 
chapters across the country at that 
time, Fry said, including groups in 
San Diego and Los Angeles. Father 
David McBriar, a priest in San 
Francisco,.approached Fry and 
asked if he’d be interested in form¬ 
ing a Dignity group in the city. 

The group first met at St. Peter’s 
Catholic Church on Mission 
Street, and moved between several 
other churches until 1991, when 
the Vatican made an order to ban 
Dignity from holding any events 
or meetings on Church property. 
At that point, it started meeting in 
other churches in the city and cur¬ 
rently has its home at the Seventh 
Avenue Presbyterian Church. 

The Vatican’s ejection of Dig¬ 
nity was a severe blow, Fry said. 

“Our membership went from 
over 300 down to about 160,” he 
said. “A lot of men started going 
to Most Holy Redeemer.” 

Most Holy Redeemer Church, 


near the heart of The Castro at 
18th and Diamond streets, is a 
traditional Catholic Church 
whose parishioners, nowadays, 
are predominantly gay and les¬ 
bian. Yet as a Catholic church, it 
still must adhere to orders from 
the San Francisco Archdiocese 
and from the Vatican in Rome. 

Fry said that Holy Redeemer 
Parish is now a model nationwide 
for Catholic churches sitting in 
predominantly gay neighbor¬ 
hoods. Yet there are still differences 
between what those churches can 
do and what Dignity can do. 

“Dignity is certainly more 
open to challenge Church doc¬ 
trine and theology,” Fry said. “We 
believe that we can have ethically 
acceptable sexual lives as gay or 
lesbian people and as Christians.” 

Fry said that in addition to its 
advocacy and despite its ejection 
from the Church, Dignity S.F. has 
really played a supportive role for 
churches in the Bay Area. 

“I think we play a prophetic 
role,” Fry said. “We’ve sent several 
hundred people to [become 
members at] Most Holy Re¬ 
deemer. After being angry or 
alienated from the Church, they 
first got involved with Dignity, 
then went on to Holy Redeemer.” 

“Dignity has had a tremen¬ 
dous ripple effect, which is every 
bit as significant as our survival 
from 1991,” Fry said. 

Other parishes in the city, as 
well, have gatherings or social 
groups for gay and lesbian parish¬ 
ioners or ministries to people 
with HIV and AIDS, Fry said. 

“And we have certainly en¬ 
couraged that,” Fry said. 

Dignity S.F. helped bring about 
changes from within the Church in 
its 25 years, Fry said, including an

The event will consist of 
prayer; reflections offered by par¬ 
ents, family members, and gay 
and lesbian children; small group 
support; and a closing Eucharist. 

Catholic Charities of the East 
Bay is the largest provider of 
human services in Alameda and 


Archdiocesan report in the mid- 
’80s addressing gay and lesbian is¬ 
sues. And last year, the American 
Catholic bishops released a state¬ 
ment urging Catholic parents to 
love their gay and lesbian children. 
But despite these gains, Fry said 
much remains to be done. 

“The church is still nowhere 
near where it should be,” Fry said. 
“Even in the U.S., they have to con¬ 
stantly look over their shoulder all 
the time toward the Vatican. 

“But the Bay Area would be 
much worse off without the hun¬ 
dreds of people who have had in¬ 
fluence on their friends, families, 
pastors and fellow parishioners. 
Holy Redeemer wouldn’t exist as it 
does today if not for the pioneering 
efforts made by Dignity members.” 

Ramos echoed Fry’s views 
about the need for continued 
work in the Church. 

“There are still many chal¬ 
lenges for us, even though there 
are parishes more welcoming of 
gays,” Ramos said. “We don’t want 
a ‘don’t ask, don’t tell’ policy in the 
church. We want gay, lesbian, bi¬ 
sexual and transgender people to 
be ‘out’ in their churches and be 
respected for it. Our goal is to 
provide support for the gay and 
lesbian Catholics, so they can be 
themselves in their parishes.” 

“The ultimate goal is for all of 
us is to just be back with Catholic 
Church as normal, full members 
who aren’t discriminated against or 
looked down upon because we’re 
gay,” Ramos said. “But until that 
time, we will continue to exist for 
those who need our support.” ▼

Supes likely to OK 
queer youth task force

n an effort to make sure city 
departments address the needs 
of queer youth, the San Fran¬ 
cisco Board of Supervisors is 
poised to establish a task force 
that would be charged with inves¬ 
tigating how those departments 
have implemented or plan to im¬ 
plement recommendations issued 
by the Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion (HRC), which held a widely 
publicized hearing in 1996 and re¬ 
leased the final report of that 
meeting last summer. At the April 
23 meeting of the board’s Health, 
Family, and Environment Com¬ 
mittee, Supervisors Tom Ammi- 
ano, Leslie Katz, and Sue Bierman 
unanimously recommended the 
creation of a 15-member task 
force that would work until mid- 
1999 and then disband. 

If approved by the full board, 
which is expected since the mea¬ 
sure is co-sponsored by seven of 
the 11 board members, the task 
force would have the ability to in¬ 
vestigate city departments’ com¬ 
pliance and to develop a plan for 
specific departments to imple¬ 
ment the recommendations. Last 
summer the HRC released an ex¬ 
tensive final report on the 1996 
hearing, which was the first time 
there was a meeting devoted ex¬ 
clusively to lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
transgender, queer, and question¬ 
ing (LGBTQQ) youth in the city. 

At last week’s hearing, several 
speakers emphasized the impor¬ 
tance of a task force and pointed 
to the 97 findings and 116 recom¬ 
mendations contained in the 
HRC report that cover a broad 
range of issues in the following 
categories: youth and schools; 
family, housing, and shelter; 
health and mental health; youth 


services; and juvenile justice. One 
of the major reasons for the legis¬ 
lation is the finding that queer 
youth often face severe isolation, 
harassment, and discrimination. 

“We support the creation of a 
task force and are pleased but also 
greatly disturbed,” HRC’s Larry 
Brinkin told the committee. “The 
representation of San Francisco as 
a mecca is overstated.” He added 
families of queer youth continue to 
kick the young people out of their 
homes, often leaving them 
nowhere to go. “The police and ju¬ 
venile [officials] are still very op¬ 
pressive and our own community 
ignores the needs partly out of fears 
of being labeled child molesters.” 

Others who testified to the im¬ 
portance of having the task force 
were openly gay Youth Commis¬ 
sioner Dennis Isner and Brian 
Cheu, new executive director of 
the Lavender Youth Recreation 
and Information Center (LYRIC). 
Cheu, who used to work at the 
HRC, was instrumental in com¬ 
piling the final report. 

Brinkin spoke to the impor¬ 
tance of a task force that has the 
power of the supervisors behind 
it. “I think city departments will 
pay attention ” Not only are de¬ 
partments more likely to respond 
to inquiries from the task force, 
Ammiano pointed to another im¬ 
portant factor — money. 

“The board of supervisors ap¬ 
proval will give it needed funds to 
be effective,” Ammiano told the 
BA.R. 

In his mind, one of the first or¬ 
ders of business for the task force 
should be to look into the juvenile 
justice system and how it deals 
with LGBTQQ youth. “There’s 
been a commitment to improve 
[from department officials], but I 
have yet to see it,” said Ammiano. 
Among the recommendations in 


the HRC report, are to implement 
sensitivity trainings on LGBTQQ 
issues for all personnel who deal 
with youth and to implement 
protocols and procedures that en¬ 
sure the juvenile justice system 
will be a safe and affirming for 
queer or questioning youth. An¬ 
other recommendation is to hire 
openly gay staff at the city’s Youth 
Guidance Center. 

Under the proposed legisla¬ 
tion, membership of the task 
force would consist of 15 voting 
members designated as follows: 
six selected by the Youth Com¬ 
mission; three people designated 
by the HRC; five members ap¬ 
pointed by the supervisors; and 
one member appointed by the 
mayor. Additionally, the task force 
will include several non-voting 
members from various city de¬ 
partments, including public 
health, human services, recreation 
and parks, juvenile probation, po¬ 
lice, and the mayor’s office. ▼

Yes, 
we wish the show was consistently funnier, 
but if the choice was between staying true to 
life or devolving into the giddy /aux-hilarity 
that passes for comedy on much of televi¬ 
sion these days, DeGeneres did the right 
thing. Even if that means cancellation. 

Now we hope this doesn’t get turned into 
a referendum on lesbianism, and used by the 
right wing to “prove” the U.S.A. hates dykes. 
If it does, we hope that talk sho^ star with 
the huge following (and quite a lot preced¬ 
ing, come to think of it) will come out of the 
closet to prove that, in fact, America loves a 
lot of people who sleep with their own sex. 
(Note to that TV star: you know who you 
are, and if you don’t want people to know 
about your sexuality, you shouldn’t steal the 
life partners of our buddies. ’Nuff said.) 

Anyway, we wish DeGeneres the best of luck 
—ditto her lover, Anne Heche—and look for¬ 
ward to a lot of great work in the future. 

Mom always told us there’s nothing like 
some hot supe to take your mind off your 
troubles, so we consoled ourselves after learn¬ 
ing about Ellen’s cancellation by attending 
Mark Leno’s swearing-in. The Herbst Theatre 
was packed — think Studio 54 in 1979, but 
without the Qiana shirts — and the mood 
was upbeat and optimistic throughout. 

We hope that the other supes — particu¬ 
larly, but not exclusively, Tom Ammiano and 
Leslie Katz — help him achieve his full mea¬ 
sure of effectiveness. If, as we have heard, some 
supes’ backers are planning to sabotage Leno 
to make their favorite candidate “stronger,” 
they are doing everyone a disservice. There is 
much to be done positively, and too little time 
to devote to negativity, for them to stoop to 
such games. The people will lose, and eventu¬ 
ally the saboteurs will lose — possibly drag¬ 
ging their candidates down with them. They 
should consider themselves warned. 

Finally, for those of you whose memories 
may be going, or who didn’t notice the arti¬ 
cle in last week’s Bay Area Reporter, we’d like 
to remind everyone that the annual AIDS 
Dance-A-Thon will be held this weekend. It 
will be this Saturday, May 2 at the Concourse 
Exhibition Center, and will be locally pro¬ 
duced for the first time in its history in San 


Francisco. The changes guarantee 
that the event will be leaner, and more 
attractive to our way of thinking, than 
ever before. (And, after all that 
dancing, so will the partici¬ 
pants.) 

It is always good to see 
AIDS organizations searching out ways of 
reducing overhead, as Mobilization Against 
AIDS has done with the Dance-A-Thon. It 
is frequently lost on fundraising mavens that 
those funds are not being raised so they can 
build themselves beautiful new Beverly Hills 
homes (as the producer of that loathsome 
gin-hawking bike trip has done with his 
earnings). The money is supposed to be im¬ 
proving the lives of people with HIV. 

Next weekend’s Ron Wilmot Bike Ride 
(on May 9) is a perfect rebuttal to that other 
bike ride, and an example of how bike trips 
for AIDS ought to be run: locally, and with 
the highest possible rate of return to an or¬ 
ganization that provides crucial services (in 
this case, Project Inform), rather than as a 
funnel for the community’s money to end 
up in the producer’s pocket. We hope every¬ 
one who gets involved in the bigger ride will 
prove that their primary intentions are to 
help fight AIDS — and not just to get a fun 
week’s vacation heading south — by join¬ 
ing in the Wilmot Ride. 

And it seems that everyone who needs to 
get in better shape for that event next week 



has a perfect opportunity to do so at 
the Dance-A-Thon this week. 

Speaking of reinvention at AIDS 
organizations, we’re glad to see 
that the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation is reevaluating 
. prevention efforts and updat¬ 
ing its approach. Obviously there is a need to 
keep one step ahead of the forces that lead to 
seroconversions, and We hope SFAF is cor¬ 
rect in its belief that the Gay Life program 
can help. 

Still, we’re waiting (did we already say 
“still?”) for someone to reinvent prevention 
in more tangible ways. Where is the HIV- 
killing lube? We know it’s a subject that we 
mention a lot, and know that some people 
think we do so to excess; that reminds us of 
the guy who used to get up at ACT UP meet¬ 
ings eight years ago and go on and on and 
on about a kind of drug that he was con¬ 
vinced would be the most important step 
forward against HIV infections. Eventually 
everyone got tired of listening to him and his 
dissertations on those ... uh ... what were 
they called ? Oh, yeah. Protease inhibitors. 

Someday microbicidal lubricants could 
even surpass protease inhibitors as the sin¬ 
gle greatest step forward against the epi¬ 
demic. We just hope that it won’t take eight 
or ten years until they become part of San 
Francisco’s prevention programs, and an in¬ 
tegral part of Gay Life, and gay life. T 



The long and winding road

|| arrived in this beautiful city on August 
19,1994 on board a Greyhound Bus with 
II three pennies in my shirt pocket and not 
a friend in the world. But you see, I really 
didn’t care: I was a hopeless drunk (or so I 
thought) and friendship was the last thing on 
my mind. All that concerned me was my next 
drink and who I could con it out of. 

Shortly after wandering the streets and 
living in the shelters, I landed on General 
Assistance (G.A.) and in a residential slum 
hotel; which, with an address enabled me to 
land a job as a waiter at a hotel. After being 
there for only three weeks my birthday 
rolled around. And as with any good alco¬ 
holic, that was as good a reason to party as 
any. After passing out in the wee hours of 
the morning, I over-slept and was fired. 

Now I was back at square one again, so I 
began to plot and scheme. I had been em¬ 
ployed so I’d cut my G.A. off, and I’d do 
anything before going back to the streets or 
to the shelters. So I did what most alcoholics 
and drug addicts do in San Francisco when 
fall and cold weather approaches: I went 
through detox and checked myself into a 
rehab program (in my case St. Anthony’s). 

After being sober for any length of time 
in many years, I had my moment of clarity; 
those of you in recovery — and there are 
many in SF — know what I’m talking 
about. For the first time in my life, I made a 


promise to myself I’d finish just one thing 
I’d started. 

The program I’d entered lasted a year: 
six months in one house learning to be and 
stay sober, and six months in another house 
learning to be responsible for my actions 
and holding a job. I was 40 years old and 
looking back, I had absolutely nothing to 
show for my life. It was time for the 
party to stop and to get off the never- 
ending merry-go-round. 

In my last six months in the pro¬ 
gram I found a good job and saved 
enough money to get a nice apart¬ 
ment and start a new life. There 
was still something missing 
though; I was still lonely. 

Sobriety isn’t a whole lot 
of fun if you don’t have 
anyone to share it with. 

I was still new to sobriety, too new to 
hang out in the bars looking to meet a guy. 
And now that I was sober, I didn’t want to 
get involved with a drinker anyway, that’s 
what I’d spent the last year trying to correct! 
Didn’t want to date anyone in AA at that 
time either. I had enough to worry about 
keeping myself sober without having to 
worry about keeping someone else sober. 

One afternoon while reading the B.A.R., 
I started glancing through the personal col¬ 
umn and thought to myself, “Hey this is a 
freebie; I could run the ad for free and 
they’d pay to answer it.” What did I have to 
lose? So I placed the first of what would be 


about six or eight ads over a four month pe¬ 
riod. Met some really nice guys — and some 
screwballs too — but none really quite right 
for me. I thought as big as this city is, there 
has to be someone out there for me. But I 
was beginning to have serious doubts. 

One afternoon after getting home from 
work, I called in to check and answer my 
messages on probably what was to be my 
last ad. The guy introduced himself as Dick 
(how cliche) and told me this was his first 
time ever answering an ad. We 
met at Sweet Inspirations on 
Market for coffee. 

I We sat and talked for four 
hours that first day. 

That was over 18 most 
ago. I can honestly say 
having met him has truly 
changed my life — and 
probably kept me sober, too. For the first time 
in a long time someone saw something in me 
and took a chance, without reservation. Even 
knowing my complete past (and those of us 
in recovery have to be rigorously honest) he 
took that chance. He saw in me what I never 
did, I guess. He’s a kind and gentle soul, never 
asking, “What can I get out of this relation¬ 
ship?” but “What can I put into it?” 

Maybe you’re also a little lonely, a little 
downtrodden — don’t ever give up on 
yourself. Keep looking. There is someone 
out there for you; look where I came from 
and where I am today. I’m truly a lucky 
man. ▼

Going Dutch 

This is an appeal to any Dutch citizen who is cur¬ 
rently living in or visiting the Bay Area. Here are the 
facts: 

I wish to sponsor two Russian athletes to attend 
Gay Games Five in Amsterdam in August. The Dutch 
government requires a Dutch visa for East European 
visitors. The Dutch Consulate in Saint Petersburg, 
prior to issuing a visa, requires a letter of invitation 
from a Dutch citizen or organization before issuing a 
visa. 

On 9/4/97, four Dutch people from the Gay 
Games Committee were hosted at a reception at the 
Harvey Milk Center in San Francisco. Pascal van den 
Noort, Director of Development, gave me his card 
and said contact him for assistance after 1/1/98 as re¬ 
gards this invitation. I sent him three e-mail requests 
before he replied saying send copy of these requests. 
I sent two more e-mails to which he advised he dele¬ 
gated it to their Outreach Group. I then sent five fol¬ 
low-ups (including one to Marc Janssens, executive 
director) and again no responses. I sent a letter to the 
Dutch Ministry of Foreign Affairs who promptly 
replied yes, Russians must have an invitation letter 
from a Dutch citizen or organization and please to go 
back to Pascal van den Noort of Gay Games Amster¬ 
dam for these invitations. The Ministry of Foreign Af¬ 
fairs also said it could take up to 3 months for the 
Russians to get their visas, even with the invitation 
letters. 

It appears the Dutch Gay Games Com¬ 
mittee is in total disarray as it does not re- 
f spond to appeals for this simple letter. 
Here are some facts about this situation 
with the two Russian athletes: 

1). They are registered (and fees have 
been paid) to play on the New York 
Ramblers Soccer Team; 2). Their hotel 
has been prepaid from 31 July to 10 Au¬ 
gust; 3). Upon receipt of their Dutch 
visas, 1 will purchase their round-trip 
Saint Petersburg-Amsterdam air tickets; 4). They will 
each be provided $300 miscellaneous living expense 
while in Amsterdam; 5). I will provide a financial 
guarantee to the Dutch government, if required, guar¬ 
anteeing their exit on 10 August 1998. 

In 1990 we sponsored two Scottish athletes to at¬ 
tend Gay Games Three in Vancouver because my 
lover and I are of Scottish heritage. Gay Games Five 
this year will be the first time tnat East Europe can be 
represented in the Games. We’ve even bought the 
Russian flag for Vladimir and Oleg to carry in the 
Opening Ceremonies and what a thrill that will be. 

We have visited Holland several times and have al¬ 
ways found the Dutch to be efficient, courteous and 
responsive. But the Gay Games Committee appears 
to have abandoned all these virtues. If you are a Dutch 
national who would be willing to help us, please call 
me at (415) 776-6447 or e-mail RainbowSF@aol.com.

Before 1994, these small 
owner-occupied buildings were exempt from the 
Rent Control Ordinance, and generally provided bet¬ 
ter housing at a lower rent than buildings covered by 
rent control. All Prop E will do is restore the pre-1994 
exemption. 

By covering small owner-occupied buildings 
under rent control, we are discouraging owner-occu¬ 
pied buildings and encouraging absentee owners, 
with the lower level of maintenance and pride of 
ownership. Even communities with very strict rent 
control, such as Berkeley and Santa Monica, exempt 
small owner-occupied buildings! These small owners 
should not have to deal with the complex rules and 
bitter pettiness that rent control brings to owner- 
renter relations. As a result, many homeowners are 
actually removing in-law units form their homes 
rather than deal with the maze of rules and regula¬ 
tions of the rent board. 

We must ask ourselves, do we want to live in a city 
full of Mrs. Madrigals, folks that are both landlords 
with a small “L”, and Neighbors with a big “N”, or do 
we want to live in a city full of derelict buildings, over¬ 
flowing garbage cans, peeling paint and rent checks 
mailed to Marin? Please vote Yes on E!

Hit the ATA where it hurts 

The federal court decision upholding the city of 
San Francisco’s right to impose its domestic partner’s 
law on businesses operating within the city is hardly 
the “landmark” ruling local leaders claim it is. Yes, the 
carefully crafted wording of the decision is the first in 
the nation to affirm a local domestic partner’s law. 
But, on closer examination, U.S. District Judge Clau¬ 
dia Wilkins seems to have carved out a gaping excep¬ 
tion for the federally regulated airline industry. 

As it stands now, not a single major airline gives 
its employees domestic partner benefits. Wilkins’s de¬ 
cision does nothing to change the status quo. In fact, 
rather than resolving the controversy, it further mud¬ 
dies the legal waters, and certainly guarantees many 
months, if not years, of legal wrangling in the courts. 

Make no mistake about it, the Air Transport Asso¬ 
ciation (ATA), the group representing the 21 airlines 
participating in the suit against the city, are the real 
winners here. ATA has vowed to continue to fight the 
city using whatever delay tactics and appeals they can 
muster to ward off compliance with an ordinance al¬ 
ready embraced by hundreds of the city’s top corpo¬ 
rate employers. 

Where does this leave San Franciscan’s who are 
committed to maintaining the integrity of the city’s 
domestic partners ordinance, particularly in the face 
of the airline industry’s intransigence? Don’t look for 
help from local officials who won’t seriously stand up 
to the airline industry’s defiant nonconformance with 
the law. Likewise, the courts, faced with a number of 
related upcoming decisions, cannot be counted upon 
to turn aside industrywide discrimination practices. 

No, the airlines aren’t going to be listening too 
closely to expedient local officials or fuzzy judges who 
issue 95 page non-decisions. 

Speaking as a frequent flier on one of the major 
airlines operating out of SFO, I’m convinced that this 
issue ultimately will be won at the ticket counter. That 
is why I intend to let my airline know that I am a very 
good customer, but, I’m unhappy with their involve¬ 
ment in the ATA lawsuit, and, that I plan to switch to 
whatever airline may remove themselves from the suit 
and/or adopt domestic partner policies. I will de¬ 
mand they reply to my concerns. I will widely share 
my airline’s reply with my fellow friends and passen¬ 
gers who may not be familiar with the issues. 

Some say now is the time to talk boycott. Frankly, 
the threat of boycott or some other form of direct ac¬ 
tion aimed at forcing the air carriers to change their 
policies will most certainly backfire, fortifying the air¬ 
line’s resolve to continue this fight by what ever 
means necessary. In the end however, the struggle to 
win domestic partner benefits for airline employees 
will only come about when the airlines recognize that 
it is their best economic interest to make a change. In 
this situation, puffing our preferred airlines on notice 
where we stand — (a brief fax, letter, or e-mail will 
do fine) — will carry considerably more weight in 
corporate boardrooms than the predicable jeers from 
cranky city government types or a weasely 95-page 
long ruling that allows both sides to claim “victory”. 

Either we believe in maintaining the integrity of 
the city’s law, or we don’t. The airlines, hiding behind 
the fig leaf of federal preemption, have drawn a line in 
the sand. As consumers we can fight back drawing 
our own line right at the ticket counter.

I found myself laughing out loud in a public and 
private place while reading Robert Julian’s’ review of the 
movie Tamango in the April 23 edition of the B.A.R.

When you look at Dandridge’s screen image, you 
can actually see the woman’s insecurity working 
against her; you can see her desperate attempt at try¬ 
ing to act or be something that she is not, white, in 
her clipped way of talking, her mannerisms, and her 
almost psychotic way of looking at other actors; Mar¬ 
ilyn’s psychosis worked for her because she worked 
right into the hands of an audience who wanted to 
fuck her; we don’t want sensibility and common sense 
and intellect in the ones we want to screw; it took 
many films for Monroe to finally show the world that 
there was talent beneath that psychotic personality 
and strange way of speaking, when finally she got the 
role of Cherie in Bus Stop. 

Dandridge might be alive today if she hadn’t taken 
herself so seriously and known that she was exposing 
herself to Sodom and Gomorrah; a pretty woman, 
tossed around like a rag, in the end having to make 
porno audio tapes to get some attention and becom¬ 
ing the laughing stock of demonic figures in Holly¬ 
wood; she should have been more of a bitch. 

Of all the raving beauties, only two survived, Ava 
Gardner and Lena Horne; they knew how to fight and 
to protect their integrity and esteem, and had guts % 

Taking all that into consideration, with what little 
Dandridge really had, when I look at Tamango, final¬ 
ly I see what might have been. If Dandridge had made 
only one film to go down in history as important, 
Tamango is the one.

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Constant Congress

lthough the June primary is 
causing a lot of headlines in 
t i California, it’s the November 
congressional elections that have 
captured the attention of the White 
House and leaders in Congress. 
Both Republicans and Democrats 
seem to agree that given the strong 
economy and unusually high 
voter contentment, few 
incumbents are in any 
real danger. Despite some 
wishful Democratic 
thinking, the status quo is 
likely to reign in D.C. 
come November, with 
Republicans probably 
holding on to 
their slim leads 
both in the 
House of Rep¬ 
resentatives and the U.S. Senate. 

Only once in this century has 
the party in the White House actu¬ 
ally gamed congressional seats in an 
off-year election. However, some 
influential strategists on the Demo¬ 
cratic side do feel that if President 
Bill Clinton’s approval ratings stay 
high (currently 68 percent), their 
party could, with the help of mil¬ 
lions in campaign spending and an 
all-out effort by Clinton and Vice 
President Al Gore, possibly return 
the House to the Democrats in a 
scant six months. 

The 11-seat margin that Re¬ 
publicans now hold in the House 
is so slim that even some GOPers 
privately admit that their advan¬ 
tage there might be in danger. Al¬ 
though Mr. Clinton’s highly publi¬ 
cized White House sex scandals 
still could hurt the Democrats be¬ 
fore the fall general elections, par¬ 
ticularly if Special Prosecutor 
Kenneth Starr’s soon-to-be-re¬ 
leased report proves a powder keg, 
political analysts in both parties 
currently feel that the stable econ¬ 
omy and a lack of contentious is¬ 
sues leave most challengers with 
nothing to hang a campaign on. 

Indeed, at least 29 Republican 
and 18 Democratic House mem¬ 
bers will face no opponent from 
the other party in November. Two 
years ago, only 10 Republicans and 
eight Democrats ran unopposed. 

A recent U.S.A. Todayl CNN 
Gallup Poll finds that an unusual¬ 
ly high 49 percent of all voters 
asked think that the current Con¬ 
gress is doing a decent job. A 
whopping 64 percent believe that 
their own representative in Con¬ 
gress deserves re-election. Only 19 
percent say that their current law¬ 
maker doesn’t merit another term. 

In addition to all House posts, 
a third of U.S. Senate seats and 36 
governorships are at stake. In the 
races for the state house, however, 
Republicans will have to defend 
24 of the 36 gubernatorial spots. 
Democrats could actually gain 
two or three of these positions. (A 
record 16 women are U.S. guber¬ 
natorial hopefuls this year.) 

In California, where the 52- 
seat congressional delegation is 
composed of 29 Democrats and 
23 Republicans, few expect much 
change in the numerical break¬ 
down. However, Democrats are 
expected to pick up the 2nd Dis¬ 
trict seat now held by Republican 
Frank Riggs and Representative 
Brian Billbray’s San Diego-area 
spot. The GOP, in turn, could 
grab seats now held by Democrats 
Vic Fazio in Sacramento and gu¬ 
bernatorial candidate Jane Har¬ 
man in Long Beach. 

Interestingly, Zippergate and 
all the attendant hoopla could 
play out in a couple of ways. First, 
it could bring an unusual number

of angry, Clinton-hating Republi¬ 
cans to the polls. Or, if the House 
GOP tries to conduct impeach¬ 
ment hearings against a hugely 
popular president, Democratic 
candidates could benefit from the 
public perception that Republi¬ 
cans are being excessively parti¬ 
san. Secretly, however, the higher- 
ups in both.parties hope the sex 
scandal issue doesn’t become a 
political one before Novem¬ 
ber, if for no other rea¬ 
son than no one knows 
which party would be 
hurt or helped the 
most. 

In conclusion, 
look for the Republicans 
to retain control of both 
the House and 
the Senate. In 
all likelihood, 
the Democrats 
will gain three or four House seats 
and possibly one U.S. senate (New 
York) seat. Still, considering it’s an 
off-year election, that’s not a bad 
result for the Clinton-Gore team. 

Politics and people 

Not in recent memory can I 
recall more spirited campaigns for 
local judicial posts! From where I 
sit, incumbent Judge Dorothy 
von Beroldingen (they don’t 
come any better) and Municipal 
Court Judge Kevin Ryan deserve 
our support in June. Meanwhile, 
the county Republican Party is 
putting out fliers aligning V. Roy 
Lefcourt with “left-wing ac¬ 
tivists” like “John Burton, Kevin 
Shelley, Carole Migden and 
Terence Hallinan.” Not bad 
company in this town. My four 
choices? Von Beroldingen, Ryan, 
Lefcourt, and Ron Albers. 

In Napa, it was announced last 
week that the Statewide Association 
of Community Colleges will pay 
psychology professor Raymond 
Becker $40,000 to settle a claim 
that he was discriminated against at 
Napa Valley College because he is 
heterosexual. Becker alleged that 
the college is run by a “homosexual 
cadre” that denied him advance¬ 
ment because of his sexual orienta¬ 
tion. The settlement also calls for 
Becker to retire on June 2. 

In Oklahoma, the state House 
of Representatives recently passed 
a measure that would ban homo¬ 
sexuals from working in public 
schools, although a similar law was 
struck down as unconstitutional in 
1985. The bill is now headed for 
the Oklahoma state Senate. 

In Fullerton, California, the 
cops wanted to change the name of 
Baker Avenue to “Pansy Circle” in 
an attempt to send gangs else¬ 
where. The cul-de-sac of apart¬ 


ments is home turf to Fullerton’s 
Baker Street Gang and is plagued 
by violent parties and lots of graffi¬ 
ti. “We don’t want this to be an at¬ 
tractive area for a gang,” one cop 
explained. He added, perhaps un¬ 
necessarily, that “the other conno¬ 
tation [of pansy] besides a flower is 
something a gang wouldn’t want to 
identify with.” (Oh, no? How about 
those fierce Fullerton Fey Florists!) 
However, some council members 
were afraid the name might offend 
gays. As an alternative, the council 
is now considering the rhododen¬ 
dron or chrysanthemum, figuring 
those might be tough for graffiti 
vandals to spell. 

A poll released last week by 
Univision, the Spanish-language 
TV network, showed that Ameri¬ 
cans of Hispanic origin are more 
in tune with Democrats than Re¬ 
publicans. The poll found that 62 
percent of registered Hispanic 
voters feel the Democratic Party 
represents their views, while only 
41 percent were GOP adherents. 

Popular Los Angeles Mayor 
Richard Riordan dealt another 
blow to bilingual education last 
week when he endorsed Prop. 
227, which would end California’s 
current system of teaching stu¬ 
dents for whom English is a sec¬ 
ond language. Bill Clinton, on the 
other hand, has gone on record 
opposing the measure. 

Prop. 226, which would re¬ 
quire unions to obtain members’ 
permission before spending dues 
on (presumably pro-labor) polit¬ 
ical candidates, is yet another bad 
idea. The measure says nothing 
about Big Business spending 
shareholders’ money on (presum¬ 
ably pro-business) candidates. 

Two local propositions headed 
for defeat (read: a defeat for 
Mayor Willie Brown, a win for 
Senator Quentin Kopp) are Prop. 
F and Prop. K, the restoration of 
City Hall and the development of 
Treasure Island, respectively. 

Some political observers 
thought that Bill Clinton’s support 
among American women after al¬ 
legations re: Paula Jones/Kath¬ 
leen Willey/Monica Lewinsky, 
etc. surfaced would suffer. A recent 
U.S.A. Today/CNN/Gallup Poll 
would seem to indicate otherwise. 
Clinton’s job approval rating 
stands at 73 percent among 
women. Before the Lewinsky scan¬ 
dal broke, women gave the Prez a 
62 percent thumbs-up. 

Senator Dianne Feinstein is 
still pushing GOP senate leaders 
hard on confirmation hearings for 
James Hormel. Look for the 
Senate to finally cave in on this 
oije. ▼

No, 
make that third ... first place 
would go to a “people’s” govern¬ 
ment dedicated to leveling the 
playing field by wiping out “privi¬ 
lege” ... and two million of its 
own people in the process. 

(Pol Pot’s defunct. Who used 
to ride with a watersmooth 
Khmer Rouge detachment and 
shoot onetwothreefourfive people 
justlikethat. Jesus, he was an evil 
man. And all I want to know is, 
how do you like your brown-eyed 
boy, Mr. and Ms. You’re Not Pro¬ 
gressive If You Dis Marxism?) 

Even without those thoughts 
in mind, one of the most gripping 
installments for me would still 
have been “1968.” This episode fo¬ 
cused on all the tensions of that 
year: not just rushing Apollo VIII 
on its way, ahead of the Soviets, to 
a manned orbit of the moon (and 
that earthrise footage that 
changed our picture of our world 
forever) but also the assassina¬ 
tions of Dr. Martin Luther King 
and Bobby Kennedy, the police 
riot in Chicago outside the De¬ 
mocratic Convention, and the 
brutal suppression of freedom in 
Czechoslovakia. 

Many of my childhood friends 
and I turned 18 in 1968. Some 
among us, by virtue of that fact, 
faced getting drafted and sent to 
get their asses kicked, in a war we 
all considered a betrayal of Amer¬ 
ica, by people fighting for their 
homeland on terrain they knew 
and we didn’t. I had been the first 
at my school to support Eugene 


McCarthy when he challenged a 
sitting president of his own party 
over that war. I never forgave 
Bobby Kennedy for waiting to 
jump into the race until Mc¬ 
Carthy had knocked LBJ 
out of it. Nonetheless, 
by the California prima¬ 
ry in June, RFK was our 
only hope for ending the 
madness. And I am 
haunted to this day by 
the memory of shaking 
his hand as he leaned 
out of a slow- 
moving con¬ 
vertible in 
Sacramento, 
amazed that a United States sena¬ 
tor would wear his hair long 
enough to hang over the top of his 
ears. I don’t remember how long 
that was before he was killed ... 
two weeks? At most. 

We were right to stand up to a 
government that would force peo¬ 
ple into an immoral war ... 
against a government and an ide¬ 
ology that would go to even 
greater lengths — and sink to 
greater depths — to enslave its 
own people. In Vietnam, the pa¬ 
triots ended up outflanked by the 
party hacks who were in the anti¬ 
privilege movement to score priv¬ 
ilege of their own. Mao’s Cultural 
Revolution made our political cor¬ 
rectness look like a tea party (and 
too many people still don’t make 
the connection between the two: 
one of degree, not of kind). North 
Korea ... now, there’s an argument 
for central economic planning. 

What started us down the slip¬ 
pery slope was a refusal to honor 
the 1954 Geneva accords, signed in 
the wake of the colonialist French 
getting the merde knocked out of 
them at Dienbienphu. These called 
for national elections ... elections 
everyone knew Ho Chi Minh 
would win. In the context of the 
Soviet Union enslaving half of Eu¬ 
rope, followed by Kruschev’s 
promise to “bury” the west, one 
can almost understand the deci¬ 
sion to undercut the democratic 
process instead of leaving people 
free to make their own mistakes. 
Like that one Vietnamese village, 
we ended up having to destroy 
democracy in order to save it. Is 
the world more free today for our 
having done so? I don’t know. 

Funny, but I thought of that 
old draft resistance poster with 
Joan Baez and Mimi Farina ... the 
one that said “Girls Say Yes to 
Boys Who Say No?” Maybe it’s 
time that girls said yes to girls who 
said no when they were boys back 
in the ’60s. Would that be, like, 
“closure” or something? ▼

' eus came as an eagle to god¬ 
like Ganymede, as a swan 

1 1 came he to the fair-headed 
mother of Helen. So there is no 
comparison between the two 
things; one person likes one, an¬ 
other likes the other; I like both.” 

These lines of poetry from the 
days of imperial Rome suggest that 
there’s nothing new 
about bisexuality, or 
the need for bisexuals 
to assert their own identity. 
Bisexual men and women 
enjoy a broader sexual experi¬ 
ence than most people, but they 
also face unique prob¬ 
lems of identity and 
acceptance. 

Negative attitudes 
towards bisexual people 
— sometimes called 
“biphobia” — have several roots. 
One common perception, expressed 
particularly by gay men, is that bi¬ 
sexuals don’t exist: that the label “bi¬ 
sexual” is simply a euphemism em¬ 
ployed by gay people who don’t 
want to fully acknowledge their ho¬ 
mosexuality. 

This perception is understand¬ 
able enough, for many gay men 
do go through a phase of calling 
themselves bisexual. In a 1994 Ad¬ 
vocate survey, 40 percent of men 
who identified as gay said that 
they described themselves as bi¬ 
sexual at a younger age. Since true 
male bisexuality is not very com¬ 
mon, the majority of men who 
call themselves bisexual are prob¬ 
ably in the gay coming-out 
process. Still, some men are true 
lifelong bisexuals. Among 
women, bisexuality is decidedly 
more common than among men, 
although the exact numbers vary 
greatly depending on the kind of 
definition that is used. 

Another complaint made 
against bisexuals by gay men is 
that they are promiscuous, have 
more than one partner at a time, 
or don’t engage in long-term rela¬ 
tionships. Of course, gay men 
themselves are not famous for 
their monogamous ways, so this is 
a case of the French fries calling 
the burger greasy. 

More puzzling are the negative 
attitudes towards bisexuals ex¬ 
pressed by heterosexual people. 
Michele Eliason of the University 
of Iowa College of Nursing recent¬ 
ly conducted a survey of attitudes 
towards bisexuality among 229 
heterosexual college students. 
Most of the students said they had 
no bisexual friends or acquain¬ 
tances and knew little about bisex¬ 
uality, yet 61 percent of the stu¬ 
dents stated that they found bisex¬ 
ual men unacceptable, and 50 per¬ 
cent found bisexual women unac¬ 
ceptable. In contrast, only about. 
40 percent of the students found 
gays or lesbians unacceptable. Bi¬ 
sexuality clearly aroused stronger 
antipathy than homosexuality, es¬ 
pecially among heterosexual men. 

Although many of the reasons 
for biphobia are similar to the rea¬ 
sons for homophobia, Eliason 
found some differences. Bisexuals 
are viewed as even more preoccu¬ 
pied with sex than gay men (as if 
that were possible!). Furthermore, 
there is much less willingness to 
believe that bisexuals are “born 
that way,” compared with lesbians 
or gay men. This could well be a 
significant factor in the preva¬ 
lence of biphobia. I say this be¬ 
cause, in the case of homosexual¬ 
ity, the belief in the “born that 
way” theory is strongly correlated 
with positive attitudes towards 
gay people, and two studies have 


shown that providing people with 
evidence supportive of the “born 
that way” theory makes them 
more gay-friendly. 

The notion that bisexuality is 
more environmental in origin is 
widespread, even among acade¬ 
mics. I was surprised, a couple of 
years ago, when a well-known 
queer theorist said to me “How can 
sexual orientation be genetic — 
what about bisexuals?” According 
to that point of view, we 
could believe that 
a cat’s fur color is 
genetic as long as there are 
only black cats and white cats, but 
as soon as we find out that there 
are gray cats the genetic theory of 
fur color goes out of the 
window. In reality, of 
course, genes can set up 
a broad continuum of 
fur color, sexuality, and 
most other traits. 

Having said that, I do confess 
that biologically oriented scien¬ 
tists such as myself have over-sim¬ 
plified the spectrum of sexual ori¬ 
entation, breaking the population 
down into “gay” and “straight” 
where more subtle gradations are 
called for. Simplification is often 
necessary to make progress, but 
when simplification is perceived 
as over-simplification, that’s a sig¬ 
nal that it’s time to go to the next 
level of complexity. In the case of 
sexual orientation, that means fo¬ 
cusing specifically on the develop¬ 
ment of a bisexual identity. 

The scientific questions about 
bisexuality are paralleled by politi¬ 
cal questions. Should bisexual men 
and women emphasize their differ- 
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ences from either gay or straight 
people, and seek to develop their 
own bisexual identity and culture, 
or should they see themselves as 
the go-betweens, the natural 
bridge-builders between the ever- 
warring gay and straight worlds? 
These questions are for bisexuals 
themselves to decide. Perhaps they 
need to complete the former task 
before they tackle the latter. ▼

sources confirmed that the 
1! network had decided to 
cancel Ellen. The decision comes 
after many months of speculation 
regarding the sitcom’s future, 
which began with the parental 
warnings which were issued on 
the primetime show, and contin¬ 
ued into March, when they put 
the show on hiatus. ABC’s an¬ 
nouncement last week of their 
decision to air only the sea¬ 
son finale, pre-empting 
two episodes that had 
already been taped, 
served as a final sign 
from the network that 
Ellens cancellation was 
impending. The mid¬ 
season replacement, 

Two Guys, a Girl, and a 
Pizza Place will run in 
Ellen's place for at least the next 
two weeks, and perhaps into next 
season. 

Ellen DeGeneres expressed 
disappointment to Daily Variety 
but said, “Look for me in my new 
sitcom, Two Girls, a Horse and 
Some Wine Coolers." (And Craig 
Kilborn, the host of Comedy Cen¬ 
tral’s Daily Show, suggested ABC 
will rename the replacement se¬ 
ries Two Guys, a Girl, a Pizza Place 
— But No Lesbians.) 

“ABC’s decision clearly denies 
the profound impact that Ellen 
has had on our society and the fu¬ 
ture of television programming,” 
said GLAAD Executive Director 
Joan M. Garry. “Ellen has served 
as a lifeline for our community, 
and especially for the nation’s gay 
and lesbian youth. It will be sore¬ 
ly missed.” GLAAD has received 
many testimonials in the last year, 
and many of them from youth, re¬ 
garding the positive impact which 
Ellen Morgan’s coming out has 
had upon them. One 14 year-old 
lesbian called into CNN’s Larry 
King Live show last fall and told 
GLAAD Entertainment Media 
Director Chastity Bono that “I 
knew I was gay before I’d even 
heard of Ellen, but without role 
models like them [DeGeneres and 
Bono] I would ... have killed my¬ 
self.” 

Please tell ABC how you feel 
about their decision. Emphasize 
the impact which the show has 
had on you personally, and en¬ 
courage them to continue to in¬ 
clude positive lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 
ual, and transgender characters in 
their programming.

20/20 talks labels 

On April 17, 20/20 featured an 
extensive piece on JoAnn Loulan, 
a prominent writer who has been 
involved in a committed relation¬ 
ship with a man for the last two 
years. According to the segment, 
some members of the lesbian 
community have felt discomfort 
in hearing about Loulan’s present 
relationship, since Loulan contin¬ 
ues to identify as a lesbian, despite 
her current partner’s gender. 

Correspondent Lynn Sherr in¬ 
terviews Loulan, her boyfriend, a 
number of lesbian and gay indi¬ 
viduals, and has a particularly in¬ 


sightful interview with sociologist 
Dr. Paula Rust. The segment de¬ 
picts a human and compassionate 
portrait of Loulan, discussing the 
impact of the backlash upon her 
personally. It also examines the 
conceptual fluidity of sexual iden¬ 
tification. 

“We’re trying to apply words 
to a reality that doesn’t stay still,” 
says Rust. “And it doesn’t work, 
because that’s not the way reality 
is; that’s not the way people expe¬ 
rience their sexuality.” 

Sherr then asks her “What 
you’re saying is that we get 
into trouble when we put 
these labels on sexuali¬ 
ty?” to which Rust an¬ 
swers “Yes, and it is 
necessary. We need to 
talk about these things, 
so we do need labels, 
but at the same time, 
we need to realize that 
these labels are artifi¬ 
cial.” 

Loulan herself clos¬ 
es the piece by saying, “We aren’t 
so clear as to what is orientation 
and identity. It doesn’t matter 
what anyone else says, it doesn’t 
matter who your partners are, it 
‘doesn’t matter what anyone says 
to you about what you are. This is 
inside you.” 

20/20 gives us an unusually de¬ 
tailed segment on sexual identifi¬ 
cation, and does a good job of ex¬ 
plaining the tension which 
Loulan’s identification has caused 
within the community. What is 
lacking, however, is the presence 
of bisexual voices within the dis¬ 
cussion. While Dr. Rust is the au¬ 
thor of a book entitled Bisexuali¬ 
ty and the Challenge to Lesbian 
Politics, and while there is some 
discussion of bisexuality, there is 
no air time given to identified bi¬ 
sexual people. 

Please thank the producers of 
20/20 for including this discussion 
of sexual identification. However, 
encourage them to continue their 
discussion of sexual orientation 
and identity in a later piece devot¬ 
ed to bisexuality.

Times are-a changin’ 

The April 19 issue of the Los 
Angeles Times features an article 
entitled “Playing Straight With 
Gays,” in which writer Cliff Roth¬ 
man explores the “new 1998 
model of gay man” as the “swishy 
stereotype fades from film.” 

Rothman writes, “It’s been a 
long haul. Gays have moved from 
invisible to tortured pervert to 
diseased victim. They’ve played 
Eve Arden, Camille, and RuPaul 
acerbically quipping, suffering 
nobly, or swishing royally. Now 
they’re certified husband material 
— if not yet to the boy next door, 
at least to the girl next door — 
unapologetically gay and the male 
lead of a major studio film for the 
first time.” 

Using the recent release of 
20th-Century Fox’s The Object of 
my Affection and the soon-to-be- 
aired Lifetime movie Labor of 
Love as his examples, Rothman 
notes that gay male characters are 
as fleshed out as they have ever 
been on film. He also notes that 
for the first time “Family is no 
longer an obscene word for gay 
men.” 

He writes, “The watershed 
shift this year owes its debt to last 
year’s watershed shift. Rupert 
Everett in My Best Friend’s Wed¬ 
ding and Kevin Kline in In & Out 
were handsome, masculine, gay, 
and center stage — though Kline 
was mostly in the closet and asex¬ 
ual, and Everett was the sidekick 
rather than lead. But still, show¬ 
cased in farcical comedy — a still- 
accepted norm for tiptoeing 
through gay life — the films were 
the seventh and 22nd top-gross¬ 
ing domestic films of the year.... 
While not yet openly waving the 
banner for gay equality next to the 
Hollywood sign, studios are tak¬ 
ing the plunge with prominent, 
and positive, gay characters in up¬ 
coming big-budget films in un¬ 
precedented numbers.” 

Rothman’s assessment is that 
“in fairness to Hollywood, films 
don’t lead, they mirror. Holly¬ 
wood is homophobic because 
America has been homophobic. 
And the films are changing be¬ 
cause America is changing.” 

Please thank Cliff Rothman for 
such an interesting and well 
thought out article on Holly¬ 
wood’s growing willingness to 
represent lesbians and gay men in 
fairer and more accurate ways.

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LIFE Lobby closes

’m still catching my balance. I 
• was caught totally off guard. I 
l§ hadn’t even heard rumors of ill 
health,” said David Mixner, the 
national gay, lesbian, bisexual, 
transgender (GLBT) rights advo¬ 
cate whose conflicts with friend 
Bill Clinton over the Pentagon’s 
“don’t ask; don’t tell” policy made 
national headlines during Clin¬ 
ton’s first term. He was speaking 
of his reaction to the announce¬ 
ment that California’s state-wide 
gay rights and AIDS/HIV lobby, 
The Lobby For Individual Free¬ 
dom and Equality (LIFE Lobby), 
would be ceasing operations by 
Friday, May 1. 

Mixner continued, “Although I 
believe in a lot of options being 
kept open for creating change — 
government, working for candi¬ 
dates, running for office, going to 
jail, the arts — I militantly believe 
that we need a lobby in the state 
capital. The right wing has a very 
effective lobby. We can’t assume 
Sheila and Carole [Assembly- 
members Sheila Kuehl and Carole 
Migden] can carry things alone. A 
lobby is absolutely a critical com¬ 
ponent of an effective profession¬ 
al movement.” 

LIFE Lobby formed in 1986 as 
a statewide coalition of AIDS ser¬ 
vice and educational organiza¬ 
tions, originally calling itself the 
LIFE AIDS Lobby. Its controlling 
body, the House of Delegates, was 
made up of representatives from 
the various grassroots organiza¬ 
tions. The board of directors, a 
much smaller group, oversaw the 
organization and tended to the fi¬ 
nances of the lobby. Because AIDS 
issues and civil rights issues were 
so inextricably intertwined at the 
time, the lobby eventually took on 
civil rights issues related to the 
GLBT community. For 12 years it 
has been the primary voice in the 
halls of the state capitol for Cali¬ 
fornia’s GLBT community, sup¬ 
porting and sometimes helping to 
draft progressive legislation, and 
fighting to defeat regressive bills. 
With its extensive network of 
local organizations, it was able to 
rally support in virtually every 
legislator’s district. 

But the passion for policy was 
not always matched by a balanc¬ 
ing passion for raising the neces¬ 
sary money to fund the opera¬ 
tions. According to one former 
staffer, “When I got there, buying 
a Xerox machine was a six-month 
project.” 

Rand Martin, Chief of Staff to 
State Senator John Vasconcellos 
(D-Santa Clara) said of the lobby’s 
financial woes, “It’s been coming 
for a long time. When LIFE Lobby 
began, it was essential to give it as 
broad a base as possible to ensure 
credibility, but it was a model that 
was very challenging. The large 
number of representatives on the 
board and in the House of Dele¬ 
gates did a good job formulating 
policy. But it never matched the 
equally important need for 
fundraising. In recent years the 
two governing bodies gave lip ser¬ 
vice to raising money, but they 
never attacked it with the same 
passion as they did policy. People 
have worked with good intention, 
but you have to pay the bills.” 

As it turned out, for some time 
those bills, at least the salaries of 
the staff, have been paid by South¬ 
ern California publisher Bob 
Craig. The executive director of 
LIFE Lobby, Laurie McBride has 
worked without a salary for 
months. 


‘Destined for 
obsolescence’ 

On the weekend of April 18, 
LIFE Lobby held its quarterly 
meeting of the House of Dele¬ 
gates (HOD), an historic event in 
itself because the delegates met 
for the first time in the Capitol 
Building in Sacramento. A faction 
of the leadership concerned with 
the continuing financial insolven¬ 
cy of the organization presented a 
proposal to streamline the lobby, 
giving more control to the board 
with a stipulation that board 
members would raise substantial 
donations for the support of the 
lobby’s work. They proposed that 
the HOD give up voting for the 
Board and turn the responsibility 
for the by-laws over to the board. 
The HOD would remain the pri¬ 
mary arbiters of policy. 

As McBride summarized it, 
“We were trying to change the 
structure to incorporate more 
fundraising.” 

The meeting was rancorous, 
according to some in attendance. 
Those against the change accused 
others of a power grab. Much was 
made of the need to keep the cur¬ 
rent structure, to ensure the di¬ 
versity of the representation and 
the breadth of the policy. Others 
argued that fundraising needed to 
be given more emphasis on the 
board, or the organization simply 
would not survive. There was also 
much discussion over whether or 
not to split the issues of civil 
rights and AIDS/HIV, and 
whether there was a need to 
streamline the decision-making 
process. In the end, the vote was 
to keep the status quo. 

McBride said of the stalemate, 
“The structure has always been 
unique and has always been a 
challenge. The House of Delegates 
in this organization has always 
had control. It’s very hard to 
change something as fundamen¬ 
tal as who has control.” 

On the following Monday, 
Laurie McBride announced to the 
staff of LIFE Lobby in its Sacra¬ 
mento office that the money for 
operating the lobby would cease 
at the end of the month, and 
therefore the lobby would no 
longer function. Two days later, 
on Wednesday, April 22, the 
members of the gay and lesbian 
PAC, Capital Political Action 
Committee (CAPPAC), heard the 
news at their annual Table Spon¬ 
sor Party from LIFE delegates and 
a board member. Most were taken 
by surprise. They learned that half 
of the LIFE board had quit since 
the weekend. 

In the days that have followed 
the announcement, there has 
been a flurry of activity and dis¬ 
cussion between leaders in the 


state trying to create the phoenix 
that they hope will rise soon out 
of the ashes of the LIFE Lobby. 

As Assemblymember Carole 
Migden (D-San Francisco) put it, 
“It’s tragic when an organization 
with LIFE Lobby’s important mis¬ 
sion cannot pay its bills. We’re 
looking forward to a replacement 
that can lower the overhead or 
raise the funds necessary to sup¬ 
port our community’s agenda in 
Sacramento. The LIFE Lobby 
leaves a huge gap that must be 
filled.” 

Kuehl, Speaker Pro Tern of the 
California State Assembly, said of 
LIFE’S demise, “The structure it¬ 
self was greatly at fault. The 
board’s refusal to change the 
structure forced everybody’s 
hand.” Kuehl expressed confi¬ 
dence that she and her staff, 
Migden and her staff, gay-friend¬ 
ly legislators, and the other gay 
and lesbian aides in the capitol, 
would be able to continue the 
vital work of addressing, for now, 
the community’s agenda, but she 
added, “I would be extremely 
worried if something weren’t 
being organized in the wings.” 

McBride has indicated that she 
will continue to “prowl the halls” 
of the capitol on a volunteer basis 
while discussions proceed on the 
replacement for LIFE. 

And as one LIFE Lobby staff 
member said, “I just want to make 
sure Lou Sheldon doesn’t have the 
playing field to himself.” 

Integral to the discussions 
crisscrossing the state is John 
Duran. He was involved with the 
founding of LIFE Lobby and 
served as its co-chair with San 
Francisco attorney Don Disler 
from 1987 until 1992. He says that 
this week, “I’m doing a lot of 
lunches.” 

Unlike most who heard the 
news about LIFE, Duran was not 
surprised. “Last year Laurie called 
and said, ‘We’re in trouble. I need 
you to come back to the lobby.’ I 
said no. I am the Chair of the 
LIFE Institute, the 501 (c)3 orga¬ 
nization that served as the educa¬ 
tional arm of LIFE. The Institute 
is still solvent and will continue, 
but we are prohibited from en¬ 
gaging in political activity. It’s a 
gay and lesbian think tank. We 
need a corresponding organiza¬ 
tion in the political realm. But a 
group did look at the financial sit¬ 
uation after Laurie’s call and told 
the board that without change it 
was destined for obsolescence. 
That was coolly received. Two 
months later their task force came 
to the same conclusion.”

Tribestan Pro Invitational showcases local bodybuilders

' ans of bodybuilding will 
have a rare (or well-done, 
depending on how you like 
your beef) opportunity to enjoy a 
bodybuilding competition this 
weekend, and see some local fa¬ 
vorites strut their very well-put 
together stuff. The Tribestan Pro 
Invitational is the first pro tour¬ 
nament in the area, and the top 
three finishers will qualify to com¬ 
pete at the Mr. Olympia competi¬ 
tion, bodybuilding’s coveted 
crown. 

But first off ... what exactly is 
“Tribestan?” According to Emeric 
Delczeg, sponsor and competitor, 
“It’s an amazing food supplement 
that can improve health.” An ex¬ 
tract from beans and corn discov¬ 
ered in 1904, Delczeg claims that 
chemical compound will also 
suppress HIV. Of course, Delczeg 
is not unbiased in his beliefs in his 


product, and has faced under¬ 
standable difficulty in convincing 
people about the merits of his 
supplement, which he recently li¬ 
censed to Joe Weider’s empire. 
Weider not only owns the Gold’s 
gym franchise, but several body¬ 
building magazines (and accord¬ 
ing to some critics, competitions 
as well). 

Delczeg imported Tribestan, or 
the original version of it, from his 
native Romania, where he became 
a champion of his country in the 
sport of bodybuilding. He claims 
that this all-natural product will 
enhance cell building and delay 
weight loss. Delczeg hopes to 
work with HIV-positive folks, and 
will provides free product in ex¬ 
change for lab work on their 
blood. 

Rubber clothes? 

Delczeg has a lengthy fitness 
background in boxing, soccer, and 
of course, weightlifting. “I was 


about 17 when I saw a page of one 
of the muscle builder magazines,” 
he said. “I saw a page with the im¬ 
mensely muscular Steve Reeves 
and thought, that must be rubber 
clothes or maybe they did some¬ 
thing to the pictures!” 

At that time a lot of Italians 
were coming to Romania as 
tourists. Delczeg got an Italian 
guy to bring him muscles maga¬ 
zines. “I started to work out and 
the muscles started to come,” he 
said. He continued training very 
hard, and eventually became the 
Romanian National Champion 
and also Eastern European Cham¬ 
pion. Until the fall of Commu¬ 
nism, he could only compete m 
Eastern bloc countries. 

After emigrating to America, 
he worked many different jobs, 
from a nursing home in Akron, 
Ohio to running a cleaning ser¬ 
vice. “It was very hard work, but 
not bad money.” He became a fit¬ 
ness instructor and developed his 
own business, distributing fitness 
supplements. 

Now he sells Tribestan, an ex¬ 
tract that he calls “a non-hormon- 
al natural dietary supplement.” 
Since then, Weider bought the U.S. 
rights to distribute the supple¬ 
ment. “He can reach so many peo¬ 
ple to educate the public.” 

Delczeg sees this as his giving 
back to the community by pre¬ 
senting a San Francisco-based 
bodybuilding competition. He 
and promoter Ron Kramer hope 
this will become an annual event, 


the first pro tournament in the 
area. 

“It’s not just a sport, but an 
art,” Delczeg said. And although 
he’s not gay, he has tremendous 
respect for gay people. “Of course 
I train gay people,” he said, men¬ 
tioning that while not wanting to 
make generalizations, he consid¬ 


ers his gay clients as “more health¬ 
conscious, very much sticking 
with the program.” 

His tips on how to work out 
better? “Anything that stimulates 
you. Wear funny shorts, look 
good, eat well.” That may include 
steroids, he says. “Natural, or 
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Where's the beef?

The following is a brief summary only; see full prescribing information for complete product information. 


WARNING: ZIDOVUDINE, ONE OF THE TWO ACTIVE INGREDIENTS IN COMBIVIR, HAS BEEN ASSOCIATED 
WITH HEMATOLOGIC TOXICITY INCLUDING NEUTROPENIA AND SEVERE ANEMIA, PARTICULARLY IN PATIENTS 
WITH ADVANCED HIV DISEASE (SEE WARNINGS). PROLONGED USE OF ZIDOVUDINE HAS BEEN ASSOCIATED WITH 
SYMPTOMATIC MYOPATHY. 

LACTIC ACIDOSIS AND SEVERE HEPATOMEGALY WITH STEATOSIS, INCLUDING FATAL CASES, HAVE BEEN

INDICATIONS AND USAGE: COMBIVIR is indicated for the treatment of HIV infection. 

Description of Clinical Studies: COMBIVIR: There have been no clinical trials conducted with COMBIVIR. See CLINICAL 
PHARMACOLOGY for information about bioequivalence. One COMBIVIR Tablet given twice a day is an alternative regimen 
to EPIVIR Tablets 150 mg twice a day plus RETROVIR 600 mg per day in divided doses. 

Lamivudine Plus Zidovudine: The NUCB3007 (CAESAR) study was conducted using EPIVIR 150-mg Tablets (150 mg 
b.i.d.) and RETROVIR 100-mg Capsules (2 x 100 mg t.i.d.) CAESAR was a multicenter, double-blind, placebo-controlled 
study comparing continued current therapy [zidovudine alone (62% of patients) or zidovudine with didanosine or zalcitabine 
(38% of patients)] to the addition of EPIVIR or EPIVIR plus an investigational non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitor, 
randomized 1:2:1. A total of 1,816 HIV-infected adults with 25 to 250 (median 122) CD4 cells/mm 3 at baseline were enrolled: 
median age was 36 years, 87% were male, 84% were nucleoside-experienced, and 16% were therapy-naive. The median 
duration on study was 12 months. Results are summarized in Table 1.

CONTRAINDICATIONS: COMBIVIR Tablets are contraindicated in patients with previously demonstrated clinically significant 
hypersensitivity to any of the components of the product. 

WARNINGS: COMBIVIR is a fixed-dose combination of lamivudine and zidovudine. Ordinarily, COMBIVIR should not be 
administered concomitantly with either lamivudine or zidovudine. 

The complete prescribing information for all agents being considered for use with COMBIVIR should be consulted before 
combination therapy with COMBIVIR is initiated. 

Bone Marrow Suppression: COMBIVIR should be used with caution in patients who have bone marrow compromise 
evidenced by granulocyte count <1,000 cells/mm 3 or hemoglobin <9.5 g/dL (see ADVERSE REACTIONS). 

Frequent blood counts are strongly recommended in patients with advanced HIV disease who are treated with COMBIVIR. 
For HIV-infected individuals and patients with asymptomatic or early HIV disease, periodic blood counts are recommended. 
Lactic Acidosis/Severe Hepatomegaly with Steatosis: Lactic acidosis and severe hepatomegaly with steatosis, including 
fatal cases, have been reported with the use of antiretroviral nucleoside analogues alone or in combination, including 
zidovudine and lamivudine. A majority of these cases have been in women. Caution should be exercised when administering 
COMBIVIR to any patient, and particularly to those with known risk factors for liver disease. Treatment with COMBIVIR 
should be suspended in any patient who develops clinical or laboratory findings suggestive of lactic acidosis or hepatotoxicity. 
Myopathy: Myopathy and myositis, with pathological changes similar to that produced by HIV disease, have been associated 
with prolonged use of zidovudine and therefore may occur with therapy with COMBIVIR. 

PRECAUTIONS: 


General: Reduction of doses of lamivudine is recommended for patients with low body weight (less than 50 kg or 110 lb); 
therefore patients with low body weight should not receive COMBIVIR. 

Patients With HIV and Hepatitis B Virus Coinfection: In clinical trials and postmarketing experience, some patients with HIV 
infection who have chronic liver disease due to hepatitis B virus infection experienced clinical or laboratory evidence of 
recurrent hepatitis upon discontinuation of lamivudine. Consequences may be more severe in patients with decompensated 
liver disease. 

Patients With Impaired Renal Function: Reduction of the dosages of lamivudine and zidovudine is recommended for 
patients with impaired renal function. Patients with creatinine clearance <50 mL/min should not receive COMBIVIR. 
Information for Patients: COMBIVIR is not a cure for HIV infection and patients may continue to experience illnesses 
associated with HIV infection, including opportunistic infections. Patients should be advised that the use of COMBIVIR has 
not been shown to reduce the risk of transmission of HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. Patients 
should be informed that the major toxicities of COMBIVIR are neutropenia and/or anemia. They should be told of the extreme 
importance of having their blood counts followed closely while on therapy, especially for patients with advanced HIV disease. 
Patients should be advised of the importance of taking COMBIVIR as it is prescribed. 

Drug Interactions: Coadministration of ganciclovir, interferon-alpha, and other bone marrow suppressive or cytotoxic agents 


Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, and Impairment of Fertility: Carcinogenicity: 

Lamivudine: Lamivudine long-term carcinogenicity studies in mice and rats showed no evidence of carcinogenic potential 
at exposures up to 10 times (mice) and 58 times (rats) those observed in humans at the recommended therapeutic dose. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine was administered orally at three dosage levels to separate groups of mice and rats (60 females 
and 60 males in each group). Initial single daily doses were 30,60, and 120 mg/kg per day in mice and 80,220, and 600 
mg/kg per day in rats. The doses in mice were reduced to 20,30, and 40 mg/kg per day after day 90 because of treatment- 
related anemia, whereas in rats only the high dose was reduced to 450 mg/kg per day on day 91 and then to 300 mg/kg per 
day on day 279. 

In mice, seven late-appearing (after 19 months) vaginal neoplasms (five non-metastasizing squamous cell carcinomas, 
one squamous cell papilloma, and one squamous polyp) occurred in animals given the highest dose. One late-appearing 
squamous cell papilloma occurred in the vagina of a middle-dose animal. No vaginal tumors were found at the lowest dose. 

In rats, two late-appearing (after 20 months), non-metastasizing vaginal squamous cell carcinomas occurred in animals 
given the highest dose. No vaginal tumors occurred at the low or middle dose in rats. No other drug-related tumors were 
observed in either sex of either species. 

At doses that produced tumors in mice and rats, the estimated drug exposure (as measured by AUC) was approximately 
three times (mouse) and 24 times (rat) the estimated human exposure at the recommended therapeutic dose of 100 mg 
every 4 hours. 

Two transplacental carcinogenicity studies were conducted in mice. One study administered zidovudine at doses of 20 
mg/kg per day or 40 mg/kg per day from gestation day 10 through parturition and lactation with dosing continuing in 
offspring for 24 months postnatally. The doses of zidovudine employed in this study produced zidovudine exposures 
approximately three times the estimated human exposure at recommended doses. After 24 months, at the highest dose, an 
increase in incidence of vaginal tumors was noted with no increase in tumors in the liver or lung or any other organ in either 
gender. These findings are consistent with results of the standard oral carcinogenicity study in mice, as described earlier. A 
second study administered zidovudine at maximum tolerated doses of 12.5 mg/day or 25 mg/day (-1,000 mg/kg 

was anlncrease in the^number of tumors in the lung Jiverfand female reproductive tracts in the offspring of mice receiving 
the higher dose level of zidovudine. 

It is not known how predictive the results of rodent carcinogenicity studies may be for humans. 

Mutagenicity: Lamivudine: Lamivudine was negative in a microbial mutagenicity screen, in an in vitro cell transformation 
assay, in a rat micronucleus test, in a rat bone marrow cytogenetic assay, and in an assay for unscheduled DNA synthesis 
in rat liver. It was mutagenic in a L5178Y/TK+ 7 ' mouse lymphoma assay and clastogenic in a cytogenetic assay using cultured 
human lymphocytes. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine was mutagenic in a L5178Y/TK+ 7 ' mouse lymphoma assay, positive in an in vitro cell 
transformation assay, clastogenic in a cytogenetic assay using cultured human lymphocytes, and positive in mouse and rat 
micronucleus tests after repeated doses. It was negative in a cytogenetic study in rats given a single dose. 

Impairment of Fertility: Lamivudine: In a study of reproductive performance, lamivudine, administered to male and 
female rats at doses up to 130 times the usual adult dose based on body surface area considerations, revealed no evidence 
of impaired fertility (judged by conception rates) and no effect on the survival, growth, and development to weaning of the 
offspring. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine, administered to male and female rats at doses up to 7 times the usual adult dose based on body 
surface area considerations, had no effect on fertility judged by conception rates. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C. 

COMBIVIR: There are no adequate and well-controlled studies of COMBIVIR in pregnant women. Reproduction studies 
with lamivudine and zidovudine have been performed in animals (see Lamivudine and Zidovudine sections below). 
COMBIVIR should be used during pregnancy only if the potential benefits outweigh the risks. 


Lamivudine: Reproduction studies with orally administered lamivudine have been performed in rats and rabbits at 130 and 
60 times, respectively, the usual adult dose (based on relative body surface area) and have revealed no evidence of 
teratogenicity. Some evidence of early embryolethality was seen in the rabbit at doses similar to those produced by the usual 
adult dose and higher, but there was no indication of this effect in the rat at orally administered doses up to 130 times the 
usual adult dose. Studies in pregnant rats and rabbits showed that lamivudine is transferred to the fetus through the placenta. 

Zidovudine: Reproduction studies with orally administered zidovudine in the-rat and in the rabbit at doses up to 500 
mg/kg per day revealed no evidence of teratogenicity with zidovudine. Zidovudine treatment resulted in embryo/fetal toxicity 
as evidenced by an increase in the incidence of fetal resorptions in rats given 150 or 450 mg/kg per day and rabbits given 
500 mg/kg per day. The doses used in the teratology studies resulted in peak zidovudine plasma concentrations (after one- 
half of the daily dose) in rats 66 to 226 times, and in rabbits 12 to 87 times, mean steady-state peak human plasma 
concentrations (after one-sixth of the daily dose) achieved with the recommended daily dose (100 mg every 4 hours). In an 
additional teratology study in rats, a dose of 3,000 mg/kg per day (very near the oral median lethal dose in rats of 3,683 
mg/kg) caused marked maternal toxicity and an increase in the incidence of fetal malformations. This dose resulted in peak 
zidovudine plasma concentrations 350 times peak human plasma concentrations. No evidence of teratogenicity was seen in 
this experiment at doses of 600 mg/kg per day or less. Two rodent carcinogenicity studies were conducted (see 
Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility). 

Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry: To monitor maternal-fetal outcomes of pregnant women exposed to COMBIVIR™ 
Tablets (lamivudine/zidovudine tablets) and other antiretroviral agents, an Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry has been 
established. Physicians are encouraged to register patients by calling (800) 722-9292, ext. 39437. 

Nursing Mothers: The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention recommend that HIV-infected mothers not breast-feed 
their infants to avoid risking postnatal transmission of HIV infection. 

COMBIVIR: Zidovudine is excreted in breast milk (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Pharmacokinetics: Nursing Mothers 
section of full prescribing information); however, no data are available on COMBIVIR or lamivudine. Therefore, there is a 
potential for adverse effects in nursing infants. Mothers should be instructed not to breast-feed if they are receiving 
COMBIVIR. 

Pediatric Use: COMBIVIR should not be administered to pediatric patients less than 12 years of age because it is a fixed- 
dose combination that cannot be adjusted for this patient population. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS: 

Lamivudine Plus Zidovudine Administered As Separate Formulations: In four randomized, controlled trials of EPIVIR 300 
mg per day plus RETROVIR 600 mg per day, the following selected clinical and laboratory adverse events were observed 
(see Tables 2 and 3).

All 
patients recovered. Hemodialysis and peritoneal dialysis appear to have a negligible effect on the removal of zidovudine while 
elimination of its primary metabolite, 3 -azido-3 -deoxy-5 -0-B-Z>glucopyranuronosylthymidine (GZDV), is enhanced. 
DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION: The recommended oral dose of COMBIVIR for adults and adolescents (at least 12 years 
of age) is one tablet (containing 150 mg of lamivudine and 300 mg of zidovudine) twice daily. 

Dose Adjustment: Because it is a fixed-dose combination, COMBIVIR should not be prescribed for patients requiring dosage 
adjustment such as those with reduced renal function (creatinine clearance <50 mL/min), those with low body weight (<50 
kg or 110 lb), or those experiencing dose-limiting adverse events.

Lyon. Martin is a Pulitzer Prize¬ 
winning author and gerontologist 
who advocates for the rights of the 
elderly and is credited with coin¬ 
ing the term “ageism.” Martin and 
Lyon, two local lesbian activists, 
founded the Daughters of Bilitis in 
1955 and have been involved in 
numerous lesbian and gay and 
women’s organizations over the 
years. They are co-authors of the 
books Lesbian/ Woman and Les¬ 
bian Love and Liberation. 

Other presenters include Rose 
Dobrof of the Brookdale Center 
on Aging at Hunter College, Shevy 
Healey of Old Lesbians Organiz¬

penetrate deeper. If fungus prob¬ 
lems have grown serious, he also 
treats with Lamasil and Sporanox 
oral medications. 

Warts on the feet, caused by 
strains of Human Papaloma virus 
(HPV), are called Planters warts. 
These little devils can become 
very resistant and hard to treat. 
They also indicate that the patient 
is HPV-positive. Although differ¬ 
ent from the other HPV strains, 
which cause genital and other 
skin area warts, all other in- 
fectable parts of the body should 
be inspected for warts as well. The 
current treatments include cut¬ 
ting them off, burning them with 
acids, and freezing them. (It seems 
only the Spanish Inquisition knew 
how to treat warts.) 

According to Tinkle, there are 
two types of Planters warts: single 
warts or small size, and the dread¬ 
ed mosaic: they can get very large 
and are hard to get rid off. Re¬ 
cently Tinkle and other have 
begun using bleomycin — a 
chemotherapy drug — injected 
directly into the wart. But even 
with the best treatments, they can 
come back. 

Tinkle warns that a very com¬ 
mon place to catch these warts are 
public showers at gyms. HPV can 
live in wet areas and are very con¬ 
tagious. “I owe a lot of my busi¬ 
ness to that gym’s shower over on 
Market Street,” he remarked. He 
recommends wearing sandals or 
flip-flops to avoid catching the 
wart virus op the feet. 

Measuring trouble 
by the foot 

KS is often First detected 
around the feet, and can look like 
a bruise or bug bite. Anything that 
looks new and unusual should be 
shown to your doctor. When skin 
lesions appear there could also be 
internal lesions. Regular foot in¬ 
spections could lead to early KS 
detection. 

Bone tumors and fractures can 
cause pain and changes in foot 
appearance and structure, even 
leading to tumors. Mostly these 
tumors are benign; sometimes 
they need surgery. These are fair¬ 
ly rare problems, but more are 
seen in HIV-positive populations. 

As T-cells drop, the soles of the 
feet get increasingly dry, a prob¬ 
lem that can also result from 
drugs. Because that dryness can 
lead to cracking and infections in 
the feet, Tinkle says it is important 
to use moisturizer on the bottom 
of the feet. 

Heel pain can be more chron¬ 
ic in people with HIV, especially 
during seroconversion. Muscle 
bands around the heel will tighten 
up, caused by body aches. “We use 
a special support if it is not just a 
transient problem,” Tinkle re¬ 
marked. 

Last, but not least, ingrown 
nails are the number one problem 
for HIV-positive patients. No one 
is quite sure whether they are 
caused by drugs or HIV. The best 
treatment is to first cut the nail 
away from the infected skin. Tin¬ 
kle notes that topical creams don’t 
work well at all. Ingrown nails 
may not become serious and can 
clear up on their own, but if they 
persist beyond three days to a 
weeks, see a doctor. 

No kidding: infected nails, if 
let go too long, can lead to a bone 
infection. The treatment for this 
complication is IV drug therapy 
— and possibly amputation. T

j|§ sk any person with ad¬ 
vanced HIV or AIDS about 
"V their feet and you will 
probably hear a litany of com¬ 
plaints ranging from ingrown 
hairs to rampant warts, fungus, 
and neuropathy. Not only are 
HIV-positive people’s feet im¬ 
mune suppressed, they are also 
under increased strain because 
they are an extremity with less cir¬ 
culation, are trapped in stuffy 
shoes, and contain thousands of 
nerve endings. 

Although feet have always 
been susceptible to toxicity and 
nerve damage, many primary care 
physicians fail to look at patient’s 
feet on a regular basis. Many pa¬ 
tients also find it easy to ignore 
early foot problems, but some 
foot afflictions can become dan¬ 
gerous and can lead to serious and 
harmful conditions even among 
healthy populations — and can be 
magnified and overwhelming for 
HIV-positive patients and their 
doctors. 

Dr. Jon Tinkle is an 
HIV specialist podi¬ 
atrist who recently 
edited Clinics and Po- 
diatric Surgery — HIV 
and the Lower Extremi¬ 
ties, a text by W.B. Saun 
ders about HIV-posi¬ 
tive foot complica¬ 
tions and their reme¬ 
dies. He currently has 
a practice at Davies 
Hospital in San Francisco. Prac¬ 
ticing in the heart of the AIDS 
epidemic, Tinkle has been in a 
unique position to see thousands 
of HIV-positive foot problems 
walk into his office over the years. 
A pleasant and unassuming indi¬ 
vidual, Tinkle says that he doesn’t 
like to step on other people’s toes, 
but many times primary care HIV 
doctors ignore their patient’s foot 
problems until the situation be¬ 
comes far too serious. Often, HIV 
and AIDS patients never even re¬ 
move their socks for physicals and 
routine follow-ups.

HIV-related foot problems are 
best treated when caught early, 
and are widespread. Although 
Tinkle has never heard of any 
studx done to measure this, he 
suspects that between 70 percent 
and 80 percent of both HIV 
and AIDS patients have 
foot problems that need 
attention. And as HIV 
disease progresses, 
foot ailments worsen 
as well. 


Neuropathy: 
the nerve! 

Few podiatrists 
specialize in HIV, let 
alone know how to 
treat the complications aggressive¬ 
ly. Tinkle feels that education is 
the key to better foot health. To 
that end, he travels around the 
country lecturing other doctors in 
the field. One of the more impor¬ 
tant topics he addresses, and one 
of the more common foot prob¬ 
lems he encounters, is neuropathy. 

The nerve pain of neuropathy 
can be caused by drugs, by sec¬ 
ondary infections such as CMV, 
or by the HIV virus itself. Tinkle 
says that people with the condi¬ 
tion should first try to determine 
the cause of the pain, to see if a 
change in medications is in order. 
The next step is to begin physical 
therapy, including massage and 
acupuncture. He is particularly 
fond of micro current and its 
newer version, called the “H- 
wave.” Studies in New York have 
shown favorable results with H- 
wave treatment, which is some¬ 
thing like electrical acupuncture, 
requiring an about an hour a day. 

When treating the symptoms 
of neuropathy, Tinkle prefers not 
to add more drugs to treat nerve 
pain — after all, it’s drug toxicity 
that most likely caused the prob¬ 
lems in the first place. He does 
recommend vitamin B, but said 
he has not seen many results from 
nerve growth factor as of yet. 

Lowering viral load does not 
seem to take neuropathy away in 
the feet. Higher stress levels, how¬ 
ever, do seem to increase it. 


No fun in fungus 

Another common foot prob¬ 
lem is fungus. This tends to get 
worse as immunity is diminished. 
It is first seen in discoloration of 
the nail plate as well as nail thick¬ 
ening. Doctors treat this by first 
cutting down the nail and then 
adding a topical antifungal. Tin¬ 
kle prefers Nixoral shampoo on 
fungus nails because it seems to

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Sonoma County seeks 
reinstatement of AEF

J newly formed Sonoma 
County coalition plans to 
' plead its case for reinstate¬ 
ment of AIDS Emergency Fund 
(AEF) grants at the San Francisco 
organizations board meeting next 
month. 

. Armed with a fundraising plan 
that includes the return of the 
Rivers Cup canoe race and regat¬ 
ta, the coalition hopes to convince 
board members that it can raise 
the required matching funds to 
restore grants for some 220 peo¬ 
ple with AIDS in Sonoma County. 

“I think we’ve put together a 
viable fundraising plan,” said Betsy 
Van Dyke, chair of the coalition, 
known as the AIDS Emergency 
Fund/Sonoma County. “We are all 
committed to seeing this through, 
at least through the next year.” 

What’s at stake for Sonoma 
County is a program that has 
been providing yearly $500 emer¬ 
gency grants to PWAs for at least a 
decade. 

At the beginning of February, 
AEF cut off grant money to six of 
the ten counties it had been serv¬ 
ing, including Sonoma, Solano, 
Napa, Contra Costa, Santa Cruz 
and Santa Clara. The organization 
continues to offer grants to peo¬ 
ple with AIDS in San Francisco, 
Napa, and San Mateo Counties 


utilizing federal Ryan White 
funds, as well as to Alameda 
County under a special contract. 
Concerned that the withdrawal of 
the $500 emergency grants would 
be a significant loss for local 
PWAs, AIDS activists in Sonoma 
County invited AEF board mem¬ 
bers to a community meeting in 
Sebastopol February 25 to discuss 
the problem. 

At that meeting, AEF vice pres¬ 
ident Ken Turner said his organi¬ 
zation was willing to provide 
grants for any county that could 
pay 65 percent of the costs. 

In a telephone interview last 
week, Turner guaranteed that the 
offer is still good. 

“We stand fully ready to fund 
their program at 35 percent,” he 
said. “We’ll be thrilled to serve 
those 220 people up there.” 

For its part, the members of the 
Sonoma County coalition have 
been meeting regularly to line up a 
program of potential funding 
sources for the 65 percent match. 

At the top of the list is the res¬ 
urrection of the once popular 
Rivers Cup, an all-day event fea¬ 
turing a canoe race, a regatta of 
creatively decorated canoes, live 
entertainment, and dancing. The 
event is set for August 22, with a 
Rivers Cup dance scheduled for 
August 21. 

In the past, the Rivers Cup has 
been a big money maker for local

steroids. Whatever. It doesn’t 
mean they are criminals. Every¬ 
where it’s a competitive support. 
When you have to win, you have 
to win.” 

Roman knows 

Flavio Baccanini may be a fa¬ 
miliar face to World Gym mem¬ 
bers. As a young police officer in 
the ’70s in his native city of Rome, 
he began weight training to help 
judo. “I started lifting, not know¬ 
ing what I was doing. In six 
months my body totally 
changed.” 

He started getting more seri¬ 
ous, and soon became famous in 
Italy, winning the Italian and Eu¬ 
ropean championships in 1983. 

After moving to New York 
City, his dreams of becoming a fa¬ 
mous bodybuilder were nearly 
crushed. “New York was a totally 
different experience,” he says of 
those days spent working as a 
pizzeria dishwasher. 

Some of his pals convinced 
him to compete again. He did a 
few shows as an amateur, and did 
very well, but “my dream was to go 
pro. It’s a very hard thing to be a 
pro. These guys are very, very big.” 

At 4T0”, Baccanini breaks 
boundaries of height, being the 
shortest — yet most successful — 
in his class. After seven years, he 
roughed it out trying to get a pro 
card. In 1991, after also moving to 
California, he did a pro show in 
San Jose and again did well. 

He says he enjoys being a 
trainer “to motivate people. If 
they want to accomplish more 
faster results, it’s easier to come to 
the gym knowing I’m waiting for 
them.” Wouldn’t you train faster 
with an Italian bodybuilder wait¬ 
ing for you? 

Size isn’t everything 

Naturally, Flavio has gym pals 


and clients rooting for him, and 
stands to do well as a local fa¬ 
vorite. He understands the diffi¬ 
culty of competing in the modern 
physique world. 

Despite the transformative na¬ 
ture of bodybuilding, and the 
positive effects of weight training 
for just about anyone, Baccanini 
says, “It’s down to the genetics of 
the person. It’s all down to the 
way you train and the way your 
body’s built, the way your body 
responds to the exercise.” 

He doesn’t like some aspects of 
bodybuilding competitions, 
where size is judged more impor¬ 
tant than form. “Its not very fair. 
That’s why a lot of them give up. 
You do so much work and don’t 
get recognized. It happened to me 
so many times. I thought Hooked 
incredible, but they wanna see the 
bigger guy.” 

Thus, Baccanini has become 
an inspiration for shorter people. 
“I prove that anybody can get up 
there. I’m the lightest and small¬ 
est.” He weighed 140 pounds at 
the Mister Olympia. “I look 180 
because of the way my muscles 
are shaped, the form.” 

Conditioning before a show is 
“a lot of stress,” he said, “mental 
and physical, but if you keep 
yourself in shape, it can work. I 
don’t think you should have to 
suffer like some people. It’s a 
lifestyle, not just the 20 minutes 
where you show yourself off to 
the world.” ▼

Guerneville bar owner Bob 
Brunson, who is spearheading the 
organizing committee, is negoti¬ 
ating for a big name star to head¬ 
line the event. Clos du Bois Win¬ 
ery in Geyserville has already 
agreed to be a sponsor, and the 
Russian River Chamber of Com¬ 
merce will provide the tax de¬ 
ductible status.

The group is also expecting a do¬ 
nation of $5,000 from the pro¬ 
ceeds of the Bears weekend, which 
will be held at the Russian River’s 
gay resorts later this summer. 

The coalition also plans to seek > 
additional funding from a variety 
of public and private agencies, in¬ 
cluding the Sonoma County 
AIDS Foundation, to which it has 
already presented a proposal for 
$ 10 , 000 . 

The group has set up its own 
bank account under the umbrella 
of Face to Face, the county’s 
largest AIDS services organization. 

If the Sonoma County coali¬ 
tion can convince AEF that it is 
good for the money, emergency 
grants could be reinstated retroac¬ 
tive to February 1, Turner said. ▼

Exchanging blows over needles

^ I eedle exchange will not go 
away, despite the fondest 
wishes of the Clinton ad¬ 
ministration to click its heels to¬ 
gether and make it so. Protests are 
dogging those heels at locations 
throughout the country, legislation 
is percolating through Congress, 
and its own troops are restless. 

Secretary of Health and 
Human Services Donna Shalala 
traveled to the University of Cali¬ 
fornia, Berkeley on April 24 to 
participate in the inauguration of 
their new Chancellor. [See story, 
facing page.] 

Three days and a continent 
away, about 200 protesters jeered 
Shalala at an April 27 public ap¬ 
pearance at Bryn Mawr, outside of 
Philadelphia. The disruption last¬ 
ed for about 15 minutes before 
the group left to continue demon¬ 
strating outside the building. 

Manhattan was the next site. 
President Clinton, headlining an¬ 
other omnivorous political fund 
raising event, drew about 50 peo¬ 
ple on short notice to protest out¬ 
side the hotel on April 28. 

Protests are planned in Wash¬ 
ington and other cities as leading 
administration officials make 
public appearances. Lanier is en¬ 


couraged by this “growing drum¬ 
beat,” a “new level of activism” 
which is bringing in increasing 
numbers of people of color. 

Support for needle exchange 
has also come in other ways. Fi¬ 
nancier/philanthropist George 
Soros announced that he will make 
another $1 million available to the 
Lindesmith Center to fund needle 
exchange. Those grants require a 
match by other contributors. 

Congress butts in 

New York Republican Gerald 
Solomon introduced a bill (HR 
3717) last Thursday, April 23 that 
would prohibit use of any federal 
funds “directly or indirectly” for 
needle exchange programs. It car¬ 
ried the co-sponsorship of four 
other members of the House. 

The following day the Con¬ 
gressional Black Caucus called on 
the president to reverse his deci¬ 
sion and to fund needle exchange 
programs. It also urged him to fire 
Drug Czar McCaffrey, a major 
source of opposition within the 
White House. 

The Solomon bill raced to a 
Wednesday, April 29 vote on the 
floor of the House. After several 
hours of heated debate the mea¬ 
sure passed 287-140. The “No” 
vote dropped by 18 when com¬ 
pared to a similar measure last 


fall. A handful of Republicans 
switched their votes, as did more 
than a dozen Democrats. The 
number is significant because 146 
votes are needed to sustain a pres¬ 
idential veto. 

Daniel Zingale, executive di¬ 
rector of the AIDS Action Coun¬ 
cil, attributed the shift to “the in¬ 
decisiveness and weakness from 
the White House, which Congress 
took as an engraved invitation to 
further politicize the issue.” 

“It’s all about the Senate now,” 
he said, “It makes it harder.” He 
hopes that Senator Ted Kennedy’s 
(D-Massachusetts) willingness to 
filibuster over the issue might pre¬ 
clude it even being scheduled for a 
vote. Senator Arlen Specter (R- 
Pennsylvania) “has been great,” 
Zingale said.“[Tennessee Republi¬ 
can Bill] Frist could be key. I think 
he understands where the science 
is on this issue.” As the only physi¬ 
cian in the Senate, his voice carries 
great weight on medical issues. 

Mike Shriver, policy director of 
the National Association of Peo¬ 
ple With AIDS (NAPWA), mar¬ 
veled at “an administration that is 
so schizophrenic,” split between 
the science andsais, “ This is one 
of the darkest days we have ever 
experienced. I can’t see any 
change in this policy without a 
change in drug control policy.” T

AIDS activists arrested 
at Berkeley Shalala demo

I gP wo ACT UP/Golden Gate 
activists were arrested by 
ft University of California, 
Berkeley police last Friday, April 
24 as they interrupted U.S. Secre¬ 
tary of Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices Donna Shalala’s keynote ad¬ 
dress at the inauguration of 
Chancellor Robert M. Berdahl. 
Hank Wilson and Michael Lauro 
were cited and released after the 
disruption, during which both 
denounced Shalala’s announce 
ment earlier in the week sur¬ 
rounding needle exchange and 
the decision not to allow federal 
funding for such programs that 
have proven to reduce the spread 
of HIV without increasing illegal 
drug use. 

A third person, Bryan Kutner 
of Berkeley, was also arrested. All 
three men were charged with tres¬ 
passing and disturbing the peace 
before being released, according 
to Lauro. 

Before the arrests, an estimated 
40 people held a demonstration 
outside Zellerbach Auditorium to 
protest Shalala’s announcement. 
The rally was organized by ACT 
UP/East Bay and featured speak¬ 
ers from the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, ACT UP/Golden 
Gate, and East Bay political lead¬ 
ers. Inside the auditorium, the ac¬ 
tivists who got in patiently waited 
during several processionals. 
Then the shouting began. 

“How many more people have 
to die?” screamed Lauro before he 
was dragged from the auditorium 
by officers. 

Shalala had just started deliv¬ 
ering her remarks when the com¬ 
motion got underway. She briefly 
stopped speaking and then veered 
from her prepared speech to com¬ 


ment indirectly to the activists 
that she would not give up until 
there is a vaccine for HIV, the 
virus that causes AIDS. Just then, 
another voice filled the auditori¬ 
um. 

“Do it. Where’s your courage? 
Your talk is killing people. Needle 
exchange saves lives,” shouted 
Wilson. He was led away by po¬ 
lice, who had to go to an upstairs 
balcony where he was sitting. 

Members of the audience 
booed their displeasure at having 
the campus ceremony interrupt¬ 
ed?" in addition to celebrating 
Berdahl’s inauguration, the uni¬ 
versity was also marking the 
130th anniversary of its founding 
and the hall was full of decorated 
students and faculty members as 
well as academics. 

Shalala returned to her speech, 
and drew laughter from the 
crowd when she said, “When 
Mark O’Meara won the Masters a 
couple of weeks ago, Tiger Woods 
slipped the Green Jacket on him 
and said, ‘You deserve it.’ Now, in 
Washington when you hear 
someone say, ‘You deserve it,’ it 
usually means two things. First, 
you better duck. And, second, 
don’t bother reading tomorrow’s 
newspaper.” 

Shalala also talked about the 
importance of research, an irony 
in view of the Clinton adminis¬ 
tration’s decision on needle ex¬ 
change. “No one believes in the 
importance of supporting re¬ 
search and discovery — the cre¬ 
ation of knowledge — more than 
we do,” she said. “We have long 
advocated greater scientific litera¬ 
cy for all Americans.” 

During the demonstration, 
several activists and political lead¬ 
ers called on Shalala to allow fed¬ 
eral funding for needle exchange. 
Some called for her resignation 


and that of retired General Barry 
McCaffrey, President Clinton’s 
drug czar. 

“This administration really 
ticks me off,” said Oakland City 
Councilman Nate Miley. “This is 
the same administration that is 
shutting down cannabis clubs.” 

Added Matthew Sharp, of ACT 
UP/Golden Gate, “Clinton ac¬ 
knowledged this research [on nee¬ 
dle exchange] and then turned his 
back. It’s shameless politics and 
it’s murdering people.” ▼

i' || ridge, a sport? 

If Alan Carpenter thinks 
it’s funny, too. In fact, even 
online, when he tells guys he’s 
going to Gay Games and they ask 
what sport he’s competing in, his 
response, “Bridge,” always gets ei¬ 
ther a “?” or a “LOL” (Laughing 
Out Loud). 

It’s no wonder. Card 
games are not usually put 
in the same category as 
soccer or swimming, that’s 
for sure. But Gay Games V 
is definitely going to be a 
different sort of event, and 
Bridge will bring even 
more people into the 
fold of the Games’ 
theme: friendship. 

And what better social 
event than bridge? 

Almost 200 people are regis¬ 
tered for the queen of card games. 
Participants should enter in pairs, 
and competition will take place 
with the International Rules. One 
of the hopes of Gay Games orga¬ 
nizers is that in the event of rain, 
indoor events like Bridge will ... 
well ... bridge the gap between 
other events. 

But it’s more than four folks 
sitting around a table gossiping 
about the neighbors while tossing 
a few cards around. Tournament 
bridge is requires a lot of concen¬ 
tration, skill, and experience. 

Carpenter explained some of 
the differences between social 
bridge and tournament bridge. 
He’s the point guy for regular 
meetings of gay bridge players. 



In tournament bridge, he said, 
“The cards are duplicated so that 
everyone winds up playing the 
same cards. People are scored 
comparatively. The luck of getting 
four aces are less because the guy 
next to you may have the same 
cards.” 

Carpenter is aware of the per¬ 
sonal nature of the bridge, and 
doesn’t expect much of an audi¬ 
ence. “Unless you’re at the top 
level of bridge 
there’s no cheerlead¬ 
ing section. It’s a 
private game.” 

Meanwhile, as the Games 
approach, he laughed, “We 
keep getting requests for 
when we have ‘prac¬ 
tices.’ This whole lan¬ 
guage doesn’t apply to 
us.” 

But getting togeth¬ 
er for a good time is. 
There are weekly club games with 
his group, and sectionals a few 
times a month in different cities. 
Berkeley and Richmond have 
other clubs, all of which are orga¬ 
nized through the American Con¬ 
tract Bridge League. 

Got rubbers? 

Carpenter recently competed 
in a tournament in Reno called 
Spring Nationals. His website 
publishes results of tournaments. 

His parents were avid bridge 
players, and he learned from 
them, as well as from a friend in 
high school in the suburbs of 
Chicago. “It’s been pretty steady 
throughout my life,” he said. “I 
don’t think I’d ever let it go. I’ve 
always been playing some form or

A lot of sexual double-enten¬ 
dres “rise” up when discussing 
bridge, which Carpenter thinks is 
funny. The object is to pick up 
“tricks” (even the name of the 
local club is Quick Tricks), there 
are constant references to “rub¬ 
bers,” partners frequently comple¬ 
ment each other for having a 
“good hand,” and in the carding 
system unique to the game, play¬ 
ers are asked if they “play upside 
down.” 

Seriously, though, bridge has 
long been the card game of royal¬ 
ty and well-mannered folk who 
wouldn’t be caught dead convers¬ 
ing about rubbers in any other sit¬ 
uation. Think of film actor Omar 
Sharif, for example: he was a big

bridge professional, and the au¬ 
thor of syndicated columns on 
bridge tips for years, and someone 
who (for most of us, anyway) can¬ 
not be.imagined, um, upside 
down. 

A day of seeding 

Like some other participants, 
Carpenter has a few concerns 
about the set-up for his event in 
Amsterdam. “The way they’re 
organizing the bridge makes it 
clear they are not put together by 
someone who plays bridge avid¬ 
ly” 

Carpenter even sent a detailed 
packet with a recommended ways 
to structure the tournament, but 
nobly shrugs, “They chose a dif¬ 
ferent route.” The way it’s set up 
there’s a day of seeding, where 
placement is determined. On sub¬ 
sequent days, they’ll play a “flight¬ 
ed” tournament. People in differ¬ 
ent levels are slotted to compete 
with each other, and not with 
those above or below their skill 
level. 

In North America people usu¬ 
ally compete from Experienced to 
Novice Stratification. “You play 
against all levels,” he said, “but you 


get handicapped, or extra points,” 
depending on the situation. 

There are some other very 
good players from San Francisco 
that are thinking of going, and of 
course Carpenter is enthusiastic, 
despite the difference in structure. 
In fact, he said, despite organizers 
rejecting his suggestions, “I think 
their idea will be simpler to im¬ 
plement, and will probably be less 
stressful.” 

And for folks who may suffer 
from jock overload, a few rounds 
of bridge will be a relaxing anti¬ 
dote. T

AMSTERDAM UP 


Medaling in the 
affairs of Gay Games 

by Nellie Voss and Paul van Yperen 

Jft 11 medals that people have brought home from Gay Games 
It are naturally special, but the ones given out in Amsterdam 
J^k this August will be particularly remarkable. The selection 
committee for the medal design (comprised of both the sports and 
cultural programs organizers) unanimously selected Marcel Wan¬ 
ders to design the 24,500 medals that will be presented during Gay 
Games Amsterdam 1998. 

Because participation is more important than winning at Gay 
Games, all of the 15,000 expected participants at Gay Games Am¬ 
sterdam 1998 will receive a Participant’s Medal. Furthermore, par¬ 
ticipants can win medals on many levels and in different age cate¬ 
gories. Winners of the 30 sports tournaments will receive a total 
amount of 9,500 bronze, silver, and gold medals. 

Wanders’s designs have been selected for the design collections 
of the Museum of Modern Art in New York and The Stedelijk Mu¬ 
seum for Modern Art in Amsterdam, among others. His firm, Wan¬ 
ders Wonders, has also won a great number of awards including 
the Rotterdamse Designprijs (prize of the public), a honorable 
mention at Compasso d’Oro, and the Kho Liang Liaanmoediging- 
spri js. Works of Wanders Wonders have been published in leading 
design magazines like Domus , Intern , Items , and Bleuprint en Design 
Report. 

Marcel Wanders, born in 1963, calls the Gay Games medals “a 
great assignment" because of the enormous size of the order, but 
also because of the chance to design medals for an international 
sports event from a “modern” viewpoint. 

The Amsterdams Ponds voor de Kunst (The Amsterdam foun¬ 
dation for the Arts) granted a subsidy of df! 35,000 ($17,500) for 
the design competition.

bureau, and a mentoring program. 
LYRIC also sponsors the annual 
“Young, Loud, and Proud” youth 
leadership conference. 

Dave Wharton, LYRIC’s board 
chair, praised Cheu’s selection, 
saying, “Mr. Cheu will bring with 
him a wealth of experience in 
dealing with youth issues in the 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender community that will en¬ 
able LYRIC to continue its essen¬ 
tial role in providing services to 
these young people.” 

Cheu comes to LYRIC from 
the Human Rights Commission, 
where he worked in the Lesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual, Transgender, and 
HIV Unit. There, he coordinated 
the city’s first public hearing on 
the needs of queer and question¬ 
ing youth and created the final 
draft of the San Francisco Unified 
School District’s extensive resolu¬ 
tion protecting queer youth. He 
also investigated and mediated 
discrimination claims based on 
HIV status, sexual orientation 
and gender identity, and enforced 
the city’s landmark domestic 
partner benefits law that requires 
companies doing business with 
the city to offer benefits to do¬ 
mestic partners of employees if 
they offer the benefits to spouses. 

The decision to leave the 
HRC for a youth-oriented non¬ 
profit agency was based in part 
on the work Cheu did for the 
commission. “From my work 
with queer youth at the commis¬ 
sion, I was excited to work more 
directly with young people as a 
direct service provider,” Cheu 
told the B.A.R. “It’s exciting now 
to be in a position to ensure all 
queer youth achieve their fullest

considering a replacement for 
LIFE that will deal only with 
GLBT civil rights issues. They are 
counting on the large AIDS/HIV 
services in the state to organize a 
separate lobby for health issues, 
and Duran indicates that such 
discussions are beginning. AIDS 
Project LA had a full-time lobby¬ 
ist in Sacramento until January, 
when the position became va¬ 
cant. It has not yet been filled. 
The San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 
tion has done lobbying from its 
offices in San Francisco, but does 
not have a full-time presence in 
Sacramento now that LIFE Lobby 
is gone. 

Lafaso expressed a hope that 
any new organization would con¬ 
tinue to respond to a variety of 
voices. “Urban funding is okay, 
but the voices from the rural areas 
must be heard too. I don’t think 
there is anyone in this day and age 
who thinks the only gays and les¬ 
bians whose vote depends on gay 
and lesbian issues live in San 
Francisco or Los Angeles.” 

McBride hopes that the new 
lobbying entity will include fo¬ 
rums throughout the state that 
will draw in local representatives 
to air their views and visions, but 
without the unwieldy decision¬ 
making apparatus of the LIFE 
Lobby. And this time, it must be 
funded. 

“People need to realize that if 
we are going to have a movement, 
we have to invest in our work at 
the state level,” she said. “There 
are 38 gay and lesbian lobbies in 
the country, and all of them are 
critically under-funded, with the 
exception of Pride Agenda New 
York. Their budget is $1.6 million. 
The combined budgets of the 
other 37 is only $2.4 million. We

invest in what we care about. This 
work is critically important. It’s 12 
years since LIFE began. We have 
the network now. We have friends 
in the legislature. We have Sheila 
and Carole. 

“Everybody involved cares 
passionately about having a gay 
and lesbian voice in Sacramento, 
but it must be one that fits the re¬ 
alities of the late ‘90s, of the 
changing face of AIDS and civil 
rights.” 

Echoing McBride’s ideas, 
Duran hopes to see the new orga¬ 
nization create a mode of com¬ 
munication similar to the Nation¬ 
al Gay and Lesbian Task Force’s 
Creating Change seminars. The 
meeting could happen once a year 
to discuss broad policy issues. 

He said, “I don’t know that it 
makes sense anymore to have 100 
people come together every three 
months to argue and debate. On 
the big policy issues — marriage 
rights, child custody, job protec¬ 
tion, housing — there was always 
consensus. It was only the internal 
politics that divided the delegates.” 

Kuehl said, “I hope to see the 
new organization have geograph¬ 
ical representation, but also geo¬ 
graphical fundraising. Let the 
local representatives seek a place 
on the board with the expectation 
that they will have to raise money. 
You don’t have to have monied 
connections, but you have to be 
willing to ask everybody, invest 
with spirit and with resources.” 

Of the changes now inevitable, 
Rand Martin concluded, “While 
some people may see this as a black 
day for the gay and lesbian and 
AIDS-affected communities, this is 
actually a very essential step in the 
ongoing evolution of our move¬ 
ment. We are always reinventing 
ourselves. We will shortly see a new 
organization rise to meet the needs 
of the community as we pass into 
the new millennium.” ▼ 


too)” path to prevention, the 
SFAF’s new tack is a less pedantic, 
more holistic appeal to the mod¬ 
ern gay man who slips now and 
then, the guy who wants to be 
more in touch with his emotions 
and understand what motivates 
him to have occasional unsafe 
sex. 

“It’s about getting at the feel¬ 
ings that drive your behavior,” 
says Rene Durazzo, deputy direc¬ 
tor of programs at SFAF, who set 
the new prevention project in mo¬ 
tion and oversees its implementa¬ 
tion. “Gay Life was constructed in 
appreciation for the fact that 
men’s whole lives impact their 
sexual decision making.” 

Focus on fucking no more 

Gay Life organizers and partic¬ 
ipants see the program as the 
hottest thing going in AIDS pre¬ 
vention, even as the climate for 
new AIDS infections in the city 
gradually cools. 

Part of the problem with the 
SFAF’s prior emphasis on con¬ 
dom use as the key to HIV pre¬ 
vention, says Gay Life Manager 
Joe Headlee, is that after the “use a 
condom every time” message got 
stale, people started saying, “We 
don’t want to hear it.” 

“Our former ways of preven¬ 
tion focused on sex, on the sexual 
act itself,” adds Derek Gordon, 
communications director at SFAF. 
Now, to better address gay men’s 
health needs in the city’s changing 
AIDS climate, his organization is 
shifting gears: “Instead of focus¬ 
ing on just fucking, we’re now fo¬ 
cused on the whole guy and what 
he brings to that moment when 
he decides whether to use a con¬ 
dom or not.” 

Not surprisingly, in a city rife 
with AIDS activists with strong 
opinions and axes to grind about 
the SFAF, a few critics pooh pooh 
Gay Life, claiming it duplicates ex¬ 
isting efforts more ably carried 
out by smaller AIDS service orga¬ 
nizations, misallocates funds, and 
adds a new layer of bureaucracy 
on an already monolithic organi¬ 
zation. 

The program is funded for one 
year, continuing through June, 
with $505,721 in city moneys. 
Roughly an equal amount will 
come from SFAF’s coffers. The 
agency expects to serve nearly 
1,300 clients in that period, and to 
continue the program indefinitely 
beyond the initial year. 

“Sometimes it seems like the 
AIDS Foundation is trying to be 
the Microsoft of AIDS service or¬ 
ganizations,” says Steven LeBlanc 
of ACT UP/Golden Gate. “Now 
they’re going to try to run social 
gatherings even though we al¬ 
ready have grassroots groups 
doing that.” 

In fact, one of those groups, 
the Stop AIDS Project, at least 
publicly embraces Gay Life’s ar¬ 
rival on the San Francisco scene. 
“There are about 43,000 gay men 
in this town, and the need to pro¬ 
vide ongoing prevention is much 
greater than our agency can cur¬ 
rently meet,” says Stop AIDS Edu¬ 
cation Director Dan Wohlfeiler. 
“So there simply is no issue of du¬ 
plication. There’s a ton of work to 
do, and we really welcome other 
efforts that compliment what we 
do.” 

Based on UCSF study 

A lot of queer folk in the city 
haven’t yet heard of Gay Life, and 
many who have don’t quite know 
what to make of it. Most everyone 
would likely agree, however, that 
any new prevention effort by the 
local Big Daddy of AIDS service 
organizations is a good thing. 


They’d ask only, “Why did it take 
so long?” 

The answer, says Durazzo, is 
that until recently, no reliable, in- 
depth data existed to guide the de¬ 
velopment of new prevention ef¬ 
forts. 

“We did not have good infor¬ 
mation around the context in 
which men were living their lives 
and making sexual decisions in 
the ’90s,” he said. “We were rely¬ 
ing on data that was collected at a 
different point of the epidemic.” 

Durazzo points proudly to an 
in-depth Qualitative Interview 
Study he and his colleagues com¬ 
missioned two years ago from the 
University of California at San 
Francisco, the results of which 
underpin every aspect of Gay 
Life. 

That recently concluded study, 
carried out in two phases by in¬ 
vestigators at the Center for AIDS 
Prevention Studies (CAPS), 
showed, among other findings, 
that despite being well aware of 
the risks of unsafe sex, and knowl¬ 
edgeable about ways to prevent 
HIV infection, many gay and bi¬ 
sexual San Francisco men never¬ 
theless engage in unprotected anal 
sex. 

The study surveyed nearly 200 
gay and bisexual men, ages 25-50, 
primarily African-American, 
Latino, and white. They repre¬ 
sented two fairly distinct groups, 
those who lead marginalized lives 
in the Tenderloin and 6th Street 
south of Market area, and those 
who lead more middle-class lives 
in and around the Castro neigh¬ 
borhood. 

“The good news is we’re not 
seeing 8,000 new infections a year 
like we were in the ’80s,” says Du¬ 
razzo. “We’re seeing 499 new in¬ 
fections a year, which is way 
down, but still too many. And 
most of those, about 350 a year, 
are happening among gay men.” 

Moreover, adds Durazzo, 
“when you look at who’s getting 
infected in San Francisco, the typ¬ 
ical age is a guy in his early 30s, 
which I think is a little-known 
fact.” 

Campaign in May 

As evidence of the need for 
Gay Life, Durazzo points to the 
changing context of the AIDS epi¬ 
demic in gay men’s lives. While 
those already exposed to the virus 
are living longer and enjoying 
more productive lives, he notes, 
those now most at risk from new 
HIV infections come primarily 
from two subcultures particularly 
resistant to behavioral change, 
namely those who exchange sex 
for drugs, and those heavy into 
getting high and having sex on 
crystal meth. 

HIV has become “a back- 
burner issue” for a lot of gay men, 
Durazzo notes. Participants in the 
CAPS study “expressed a lot less 
concern about infection and the 
use of condoms.” Clearly there 
was a psychological shift happen¬ 
ing among gay men, and if the 
SFAF “is going to remain relevant 
and influential and supportive 
and responsive, we needed to 
change with the men.” 

Men who knowingly engage in 
high-risk sex, the researchers con¬ 
cluded, do so partly “in an at¬ 
tempt to fulfill or solve, in es- 
capist-like fashion, a non-sexual 
need or personal difficulty” such 
as “feelings of social isolation, dis¬ 
appointed love, longing for inti¬ 
macy, a sense of low self-worth, a 
need to affirm masculinity, or a 
wish to escape from the traumas 
of HIV.” 

Whatever Gay Life is or isn’t, it 
is likely to burst onto the local gay 
scene with a bang beginning in 
May. That’s when SFAF plans to 
roll out Gay Life’s slick, high-pro¬ 
file publicity campaign. 


Designed gratis by renowned 
advertising agency Anderson fk 
Lembke, Gay Life T-shirts, 
posters, promotions, and website 
will attempt to lure gay men, 
whether negative or positive, mid¬ 
dle-class or disenfranchised, 
black, white, Latino, Asian, or 
“other,” into one or more of the 
program’s five main areas. 

Open to all, Gay Life offers fo¬ 
rums, “high-concept” social 
■events, one-on-one and couples 
counseling sessions, and a “Black 
Brothers Esteem” group serving 
African-American gay and bisex¬ 
ual men. 

“We’ve already had a couple of 
barebacking workshops where 
we’ve gotten 10-12 guys in a room 
for a whole day,” says Headlee. 
“We’re rolling out another one 
called ‘Gay Culture,’ a 10-part se¬ 
ries talking about things like the 
history of the community, the 
pursuit of fabulousness, divas, 
and that sort of thing. That’s one 
layer, and the biggest layer is the 
events, which promote awareness 
of the program.” 

One participant in Gay Life, 
Thomas Hughes, said the pro¬ 
gram has helped him stay off crys¬ 
tal, alcohol, poppers, and other 
drugs, a vital need if he is to re¬ 
main HIV-negative. 

Hughes, a bodybuilder who 
adheres to a vegetarian diet, says 
drinking and using drugs “didn’t 
jive with my whole attempt to 
take care of my health as a 40- 
something man. When you use 
speed, you forget all about con¬ 
doms and safe sex, even if they’re 
sitting right there.” 

Hughes says he joined Gay Life 
“because I wanted to be a part of 
a support community. One of the 
things that happens with HIV¬ 
negative men is sometimes we feel 
we’re not part of the action, that 
we don’t get the services available 
to HIV-positive gay men.” Some 
people, he notes, don’t hesitate to 
have unsafe sex “because if they 
seroconvert, they know they’ve 
got a support group and there’s all 
kinds of services available to 
them.” 

While such feelings did crop 
up in the CAPS study, affirms Du¬ 
razzo, “by and large, the men in 
the sample didn’t feel that way.” 
What most expressed was a sense 
of being isolated and lonely, of 
discovering as they got older that 
their expectations of the gay com¬ 
munity weren’t being met. 

Typical of such sentiments 
from study participants, accord¬ 
ing to Gordon, was one man 
who said, “I came to San Fran¬ 
cisco as a young man, and it took 
me a long time to get used to the 
fact I was supposed to be objec¬ 
tified, and that I was supposed to 
be objectifying other men, be¬ 
cause of my youth and beauty. 
And just when I got used to 
being objectified all the time, I 
got older, and no one was objec¬ 
tifying me anymore, and I didn’t 
know what my role was. I didn’t 
know what to do.” 

Getting to the heart of what 
troubles gay men today is the key 
to Gay Life, affirms Durazzo: “We 
have to respect that gay men have 
been living with this epidemic a 
long time, making conscious, log¬ 
ical decisions for their own lives. 
It was important for us to step 
back and refocus and resituate 
ourselves in relationship to those 
decisions, to be less health educa¬ 
tors and more facilitators and 
supporters of men finding safe 
paces to self-reflect and sort 
through the decisions they want 
to make.” T

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Making 

a scene 

ACT adds a class in 
gay and lesbian theater 

by Richard Dodds 

T he teacher had a dream: an acting class in gay 
and lesbian theater that would attract equal 
parts straight and gay students. The straights 
would want the challenge of exploring differ¬ 
ent worlds. The gays and lesbians would be 
able to work on material that is close to the heart. 

“I was idealistic,” said Brent St. Clair, who suggested and 
is teaching the first gay and lesbian acting class in the 
American Conservatory Theaters Studio ACT program. 

Following a recent session of the advanced-level course, 
most of the eleven students in class stayed to talk about 
their reasons for enrolling. But first they were polled. Was 
there anyone in the room willing to acknowledge their het¬ 
erosexuality? No hands went up. 

“I heard from other students who said, ‘It sounds in¬ 
teresting, but I’m not gay.’ They think it’s OK for you to be 
gay, but they don’t want to be confused as gay,” St. Clair 
said. “But what happens if they get offered a gay role?” 

From those who are enrolled, there emerged a consen¬ 
sus that the class provides a level of comfort that other act¬ 
ing classes don’t usually have for the gay or lesbian actor. 

“This class gives us a chance to do scenes you’re not al¬ 
ways comfortable doing in straight classes,” said John 
Dixon. Of course, those other classes don’t call themselves 
“straight.” “Oh, but they are,” said fellow student Faith 
Lubliner. “I think they’re all stuck in Angels in America in 
terms of gay theater,” St. Clair added. “We hate Sam Shep¬ 
ard,” Michael Flanagan threw in. 

Although the class is officially a “scene study course,” 
there is a dollop of history, and even a hint of conscious¬ 
ness-raising. 

“I wanted to see where we are and where we are going 
in terms of gay plays,” Jeff Draper said. “Your perspective 
changes knowing that there is material,” Flanagan added. 
“Until your voice is being heard, you feel invisible,” said 
Lubliner, finishing the thought. 

A different take 

It turns out that there is a heterosexual student in the 
class, who was out sick on this particular day. Reached later 
by phone, Elise Westbrook-Williams said she took the class 
because she “wanted a different take on a different culture. 
A great way to do that is through acting.” 

Westbrook-Williams, who works in ACT’s Develop¬ 
ment and Community Affairs department, did a double 
take when she first heard about the class. “I said, ‘Oh, my

the film never found. He issued a 
warning to all Californians of po¬ 
tentially shocking scenes in the 
film in which “a naked flame will 
touch the end of a cigarette. Yes, 
there is full frontal smoking in 
this film!”

Fry also made some cryptic re¬ 
marks in the spirit of the supersti¬ 
tion that if one bathes in the Nile, 
one will return to Egypt: “If you 
have your inner thigh licked while 
here, you will return to San Fran¬ 
cisco!” Leave it to a Brit to come 
up with that kinky formulation. 

If Brian Gilbert’s film left a lot 
to be desired (such as any sense of 
Oscar Wilde the literary figure) 
and might more suitably have 
been titled Bosie!, it was in some 
respects a crowd-pleaser, and 
flashy enough for Opening Night. 
To our new friend with a cameo 
in the SFIFF trailer, acting out 
chatting up Armistead Maupin 
at Tosca (a heroic task, if ever 
there was one): baby, you’re a star. 

Custer Avenue Studios out in 
the industrial wasteland of India 
Basin was an inspired choice for 
the apres-film party, spacious 
enough to accommodate the 
milling crowds, cleverly decorated 


a la Oscar, and with enough 
booze, delicious little nibbly 
things, and sensory stimulation to 
soften the heart of any jaded first- 
nighter or pass-holder. We espe¬ 
cially enjoyed the faux French cafe 
and grooved to the sounds of the 
Marcus Shelby Trio while gorg¬ 
ing on gumbo and bubbly. 

And Islas Creek out back of 
the warehouses never 
looked so romantic, 
with the moonlight 
bouncing on the pol¬ 
luted waters. Even the 
international types talk¬ 
ing on their cell phones 
seemed like they 
were extras in a for¬ 
eign film up on the 
Silver Screen. 

But who was 
that local film critic seen rum¬ 
maging through leftover gift 
bags on the audience seats back 
at the Castro, then later com¬ 
plaining that people left behind 
too much biscotti and not enough 
Belgian chocolate? Still later, the 
same scribe was seen sniffing 
around the free buffet spread at 
the press hospitality suite, and 
word is that she was well-fed. 

Havana gila 

The photo opportunity we’re 
most looking forward to is “Ha¬ 
vana Panorama,” a showing of 
Rick Gerharter’s striking pho¬ 
tographs of life in Cuba, at Mad 
Magda’s Russian Tea Room on 
Hayes St. The palm-card shows a 
long-legged blonde woman 
strolling down a Havana street to¬ 
wards a vintage auto. “I’m a street 
photographer, so what’s repre¬ 
sented is what you see when you 
walk down the street,” the long¬ 
time BAR photographer told Out 
There. “I also have photographs of 
friends. I know and feel comfort¬ 
able with people there, and I think 
that intimacy comes through in 
the photos.” 

Gerharter’s show of Cuba in 
San Francisco is a nice turnabout 
from his previous exhibit in Cuba 


of photographs of gay San Fran¬ 
cisco. “HomoFoto San Francisco” 
included scenes of gay life, street 
fairs, parades, sports, and AIDS 
care. That show was installed for 
a short time in a gallery at a very 
central location in Havana, right 
across from the park in the ice- 
cream-eating scene in 
Strawberry and Choco¬ 
late, “a favorite place 
for gay people to 
meet,” Rick assures 
us. And we believe 
him. 

The theme of “Ha¬ 
vana Panorama” has a 
more general focus 
than “HomoFoto,” 
although Gerhar¬ 
ter does include 
one image of a 
rainbow flag in the May Day Pa¬ 
rade, proving once again that we 
are everywhere. Workers of the 
world, unwind. 

Those meaty pieces 

We’re always a few weeks be¬ 
hind getting through all those 
meaty pieces in the New Yorker, 
but we couldn’t let Nicholas 
Jenkins’ thorough remembrance 
of impresario Lincoln Kirstein 
go by without noting the follow¬ 
ing defense of the closet: “Al¬ 
though Kirstein found romance 
predominantly with men, his 
marriage to Fidelma Cadmus, 
the sister of Paul Cadmus, in 
1941, had not been any sort of 
mistake or pragmatic bow to con¬ 
vention. ...

our attention. Fortunately, the 
current offering of Durang at 
Josie’s is small-dose theater, which 
not only befits the playwright, but 
also the venue. 

Deranged Durang is made of 
up four short plays that more ap¬ 
propriately might be called sketch¬ 
es. Under Dirk Alphin’s direction, 
the troupe at Josie’s is more often 
than not able to find a fizz in the 
theatrical ditties, which charm in 
their unashamed silliness. 

The program opens appropri¬ 
ately with “Mrs. Sorken,” a charac¬ 
ter who offers a ladies-club lecture 
on the importance of theater that 
becomes a revealing stream-of- 
consciousness ramble. Kimberley 
MacLean doesn’t really possess the 
character’s white-gloved maturity, 
and there are comic moments 
misplaced, but the spirit is there, 
and so are many of the laughs. 

“Homely women were always 
tying to kill me. It was flattering,” 
says the looks-obsessed title char¬ 
acter of “Nina in the Morning.” 
Nina spends most of her time in 
front of the mirror, worrying 
about each wrinkle and sag, while 


barking orders to her butler and 
disappointing children. Barbara 
Butler brings a wry flair to Nina, 
and Ryan Gowland handles well 
her variety-of children. 

“The Book of Leviticus Show” 
is both edgy and obvious, some¬ 
thing you might see on Saturday 
Night Live on a better night. The 
show is a Ma-and-Pa cable access 
program on which Biblical pro¬ 
nouncements are carried out. For 
this episode, an adulteress and a 
homosexual have been kidnapped 
so they can be shot on the air by 
the merry hosts, effectively played 
by Gowland and MacLean. 

The program ends with its 
strongest (and strangest) seg¬ 
ment. The plot is inconsequential 


to “Naomi in the Living Room,” 
which thrives on the mad eccen¬ 
tricities of its title character. And 
this version thrives on Dirk Al¬ 
phin’s intriguingly bizarre work as 
Naomi, who terrorizes her visiting 
son and daughter-in-law (Alan 
Brown and MacLean). 

All together, “Deranged Du¬ 
rang” runs less than an hour. It’s 
more snack than meal, but it’s 
enough. V

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Desperately seeking Ada 

Filmmaker Lynn Hershman Leeson's digital period piece

*' urrying to my interview 
_ with director Lynn Hersh¬ 
man Leeson, I’m trying to 
figure out the numbers on an in¬ 
dustrial-turned-artistic alleyway 
just off South Park. A street sur¬ 
veyor is friendly, but no help. 
When I finally find 327, the non¬ 
descript beige door still bears 
traces of red paint, the color it was 
when actress Francesca Faridany 
opened it to access a virtual Tim¬ 
othy Leary in the film Conceiving 
Ada. 

Using her own front door for a 
film set was one of the more con¬ 
ventional economies Leeson prac¬ 
ticed to realize her portrait of 
19th-century computer visionary 
Ada Byron King, Countess of 
Lovelace. While the sequences fea¬ 
turing Faridany as a contempo¬ 
rary computer nerd were shot in 
real space, the time-travelling bits 


with Tilda Swinton as her faraway 
foremother were filmed against 
digitally-fabricated backgrounds. 

When I make it through the 
spacious white maze that leads to 
the door of HotWire Productions, 
Leeson gives me a tour of the 
place. It’s one of the hottest days 
of the year, but as befits a member 
of the artistic intelligentsia, she’s 
wearing a voluminous black 
pantsuit over a magenta shirt but¬ 
toned to the neck. Her eyes are 
barely visible behind rose-colored 
glasses, and her face betrays no 
emotion. She speaks softly and 
smiles often, but this tends more 
to underscore than to conceal her 
status as an avant-garde heavy¬ 
weight. 

After trying half-a-dozen keys, 
the imposing auteur opens the 
door to the room where Swinton’s 
scenes were filmed. Part of the 
floor and two freestanding walls 
are painted a pool-cue chalk-cube 
blue. Onto this blue, digitized and

computer-manipulated images of 
Bay Area Victorians were laid, cre¬ 
ating the illusion of three-dimen¬ 
sional parlors and bedrooms. This 
process was achieved during, not 
after, filming, allowing the actors 
to check their positions as they 
performed. 

This all sounds terribly radical. 
“The technologies existed,” she 
explains, “but nobody had ever 
done it in a feature film before. 
Nobody quite used the system 
that I used to create this. So, in 
other words, Studio Max 3 exist¬ 
ed, the UltiMat existed, Photo- 
Shop existed, but no one had ever 
put them together to make a dig¬ 
ital period piece.” 


Digital world 

What possessed her? “I had no 
money!” she laughs. “I wanted to 
do this piece. I thought, one, Ada 
lived in a digital world, anyway. 
That was her environment. It 
would be appropriate to create 
her background out of this tech¬ 
nology that she really foresaw. 
And, two, I could not imagine a 
reason why it wouldn’t work. It 
seemed much more interesting 
than just doing locations. And 
also we had to do it in six days.” 

Did I hear her right? “I had six 
days,” she repeats. “I shot a film in 
six days, without looking at any 
rushes. If I had looked at the rush-

es, we would have had a much 
better film. Most of the scenes 
were done once. It was done on a 
ridiculous budget and no time.” 

When I ask her to name a fig¬ 
ure, Leeson hesitates. “We had a 
lot donated,” she explains. “Origi¬ 
nally, we were given about 
$200,000 from German television. 
The other producer, Henry 
Rosenthal, and myself put in an¬ 
other 150. And then we raised 
about another 500 in donations 
and services. So I would say close 
to a million, if you had to figure it 
out. And the only way I could get 
Tilda Swinton was if we did it all 
in six days. That was all the time 
she had.” 

Swinton responded to the six- 
day challenge by giving an exquis¬ 
ite performance, even shedding 
some of her trademark uptight¬ 
ness to deliver a more intimate 
glimpse of her own intelligence. 
The narrative problem is, she 
doesn’t appear until halfway 
through the film, when Faridany’s 
character finally manages to “con-, 
tact” Ada via some Neuromancer- 
style cybermumbo-jumbo. Fortu¬ 
nately, Faridany more than holds 
her own. In fact, the Berkeley Rep 
alumna is so compelling as a 
chain-smoking mad scientist with 
fashion sense and a motorcycle, 
we forget we’re waiting to watch 
Tilda chew virtual scenery. 

Blessed with two wonderful 
actresses, no budget, and her own 
brain, Leeson has fashioned an 
homage to the mother of all com¬ 
puter programmers in keeping 
with increased interest in the 
woman who invented software. 
“There’s a million hits a day on 
her on the Internet now,” says Lee¬ 
son, “but when I was researching 
her, there were only two books 
that had been written, in the late 
80s.” Hershman and co-writer 
Eileen Jones eventually based the 
film’s biographical segments on 
Betty A. Toole’s 1992 book, Ada, 
The Enchantress of Numbers 
(Strawberry Press, Mill Valley). 

“There are very few intelligent, 
strong women as characters in 
film,” sighs Leeson. “And I think 
the whole issue of credit, the 
whole issue of becoming invisible, 
the issue of the conflict between 
passions, of a woman’s place, of a 
woman not being her best, is 
something that women have 
struggled with for many years. It’s

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Circus of sycophants 

'Ayn Rand — A Sense of Life'

here is perhaps no 20th-cen¬ 
tury celebrity whose life 
seems better-suited for docu¬ 
mentary treatment than Ayn Rand, 
controversial philosopher of ego¬ 
ism and author of the bestselling 
polemical tomes Anthem, We the 
Living, The Fountainhead, and Atlas 
Shrugged. Alas, Michael Paxton’s 
new film, Ayn Rand — A Sense of 
Life, which purports to be a docu¬ 
mentary of Rand’s life, is anything 
but. Boasting a small army of fawn¬ 
ing sycophants who recall their col¬ 
orful friendships with Rand but 
not her ideas, Paxton’s film is more 
of a love letter to the late author 
than it is a balanced appraisal of 
her worth as an intellectual. 

Paxton’s blinkered effort is un¬ 
fortunate because Rand’s life and 
work are worth investigating, if 
for no other reason than to put in 
check her acolytes’ mind-numb¬ 
ing demagoguery, who use her 
ideas about self-esteem and ego¬ 
ism as excuses to denounce all 
forms of socialism, and to enter¬ 
tain fantasies of success and 
power, no matter how inane or 
frivolous they may be. 

Frivolity was hardly what Rand 


had in mind by becoming a 
philosopher of capitalism and the 
self. The pulpy, disputatious tone 
of her books and the severe, 
moralistic manner in which she 
lived her own life were reflections 
not just of an outspoken person¬ 
ality, but of the conflicted time 
and place in which she came of 
age. Ayn Rand was born Alice 
Rosenbaum in St. Petersburg, 
Russia, in 1905, a few short years 
before an era of cataclysmic, 
world-historical change was to 
sweep across Europe and Russia. 
As a teenager, young Alice saw her 
country plunged into war and 
revolution. She was appalled at 
the economic ruin that befell Rus¬ 
sia after the 1917 revolution, the 
sight of people begging in the 
streets for crumbs, and the smell 
of sickness and death all around 
her. Most of all, though, she was 
disgusted by the lies about social 
progress being foisted upon Rus¬ 
sia’s masses by Lenin and his fol¬ 
lowers. Fearful that she would suf¬ 
fer the same fate as so many oth¬ 
ers in Russia, Alice arranged for a 
visa in the early 1920s and came 
to the United States. With the ex¬ 
ception of one sister, she would 
never see her family again. 

To his credit, Paxton goes to 


great lengths to show that Rand’s 
contempt for communism was 
rooted in first-hand experience, 
but the film loses its point of view 
shortly thereafter, the balance of 
this two-and-one-half-hour effort 
being little more than a string of 
silly clips of Rand commie-trash¬ 
ing in her dotage on the Phil Don¬ 
ahue Show ( 1980), lengthy recita¬ 
tions from Atlas Shrugged, and in¬ 
terminable reflections from 
brown-nosing talking heads. 

What’s missing from this story 
of a philosopher’s life is philoso¬ 
phy. One can imagine a film about 
Rand with teeth, in which thinkers 
of note, not former associates and 
know-nothing dilettantes, weigh 
the validity of her ideas against a 
range of viewpoints. Debate is 
central to philosophy, and its ab¬ 
sence from this effort is conspicu¬ 
ous. Not allowing Rand’s ideas to 
be discussed and challenged open¬ 
ly reflects a complete lack of trust 
in them as vehicles for philosoph¬ 
ical exchange. One can only imag¬ 
ine what Ayn Rand would have to 
say about that. ▼

' ow’s this for a 90s movie — 
a man and a woman, both 
; neurotic underachievers, 
he’s gay, she’s pregnant, fall into 
each other’s arms in order to es¬ 
cape the charismatic bullying 
men they’re both attracted to. It’s 
a funny and, yes, sweet idea — a 
perfect romance for a time when 
anybody can have anybody, and 
yet nobody wants anybody they 
can have. The Object of My Affec¬ 
tion derives both its title and plot 
from Stephen McCauley’s hilari¬ 
ous 1987 novel. It was a book that 
cried out to be a great screen 
comedy. In the book, George and 
Nina are on a collision course — 
they will fuck, and destroy what’s 
special about their friendship. In 
the screenplay by Wendy Wasser- 
stein, George and Nina make only 
a farcical stab at each other’s 
erogenous zones — “Just kidding, 
folks,” they seem to be saying. 

Although optioned upon pub¬ 
lication for the screen, it took ten 
years of creative meetings to get 
Object before the cameras. Then- 
head of Paramount Barry Diller 
reportedly vetoed an early version 
that failed to bring George and 
Nina to the alter. Wasserstein

stuck to her guns, and Object be¬ 
came the Great White Whale of 
scripts, at times dangled before 
such dream casts as Jodie Foster 
and Keanu Reeves. Six years ago, 
it was almost made with Debra 
Winger and Mathew Modine. 
The fly in the ointment for Hol¬ 
lywood was a story told from the 
point of view of a very eligible 
and very gay bachelor. Make it the 
woman’s story, they seemed to be 
saying, and this movie will be 
made. 

The resulting film is a tooth¬ 
less urban fairy tale that feels at 
times like a collaboration between 
the casts of “Friends” and “Just 
Shoot Me.” George (Paul Rudd 
from the film Clueless ) and Nina 
(Jennifer Aniston of “Friends”) 
live like they’ve just won some 
modern rock radio station’s get- 
a-life contest. They are wooed 
and dined by a name-dropping 
literary agent and his caustic wife 
(sharply observed by Alan Alda 
and Allison Janney), who seem to 
have arrived in a time-warp from 
the set of Bonfire of the Vanities — 
the kind of people who would 
never speak to the George and 
Nina of the book. 

The Object of My Affection 
never has the courage of its sexu¬ 


al politics. Whereas in the book, 
George and Nina come together 
to escape insufferably domineer¬ 
ing boyfriends, and then push 
their luck in bed at the cost of 
their relationship, Rudd and 
Aniston sidestep the whole issue 
of sexual compatibility by simply 
finding obliging new partners 
who apparendy don’t mind acting 
like human orgasmitrons while 
George and Nina reserve their 
real intimacy for each other. The 
one new twist that pays off in the 
film is the addition of an elderly 
theatre critic (Nigel Hawthorne) 
whose younger boyfriend is ab¬ 
ducted by George, and who caus¬ 
es the audience to feel just how 
much a thwarted love can hurt. 

Rudd and Aniston give the 
ballroom dancing scenes a nice 
comic feel, but the darkly neurot¬ 
ic subtext that drew George and 
Nina together is little in evidence, 
and their unconventional parent¬ 
ing arrangements are not enough 
to make us care. Aniston is proba¬ 
bly the film’s big winner, since she 
projects an engaging big-screen 
presence, the slightly kooky pushi¬ 
ness of a younger Barbra 
Streisand without the abrasive 
ego. But instead of seeing the 
movie, curl up with the book. T

San Francisco Opera 

Tauris trap

oing to the opera is sup¬ 
posed to be a cathartic ex¬ 
perience. The art form’s 
combination of drama, singing, 
orchestral music, and sometimes 
dance, in the exploration of the 


deepest human emotions, should 
always move an audience in a pro¬ 
found way. Alas, this catharsis has 
become an almost extinct phe¬ 
nomenon, which is why opera 
lovers should make every effort to 
see the San Francisco Opera Cen¬ 
ter’s production of Gluck’s 
Iphigenie en Tauride before it clos¬ 


es on Saturday. 

The opera retells the Greek 
myth of Iphigenie, who unknow¬ 
ingly almost sacrifices her brother 
Oreste to the gods, and of the love 
between Oreste and his childhood 
friend and boon companion Py- 
lade. Last Saturday, when 
Iphigenie and Oreste finally rec¬ 
ognized each other, my eyes got all 
watery and there was a huge lump 
in my throat — undoubtedly 
what the composer intended. But 
by then Mel Ulrich (Oreste) and 
Christina Lamberti (Iphigenie) 
had created such riveting charac¬ 
ters, under the well-paced leader¬ 
ship of conductor Susan Webb, 
that Gluck’s magical music drama 
could not fail. 

On entering the Ira & Leonore 
S. Gershwin Theater at the Uni¬ 
versity of San Francisco, the audi¬ 
ence is greeted by a most un¬ 
promising sight: a virtual garbage 
dump of old clothes. There are 
mounds of them heaped on the 
steeply raked stage, more hanging 
from the top of the stage, and one 
entire wall is made of nothing but 
discarded clothes. What does this 
have to do with one of the most 
elegantly classical of all opera? 
The rags are all that remain of 
those who have arrived at Tauris 
and been sacrificed by order of 
King Thoas. Moving around in 
this ton or so of fabric is some¬ 
times difficult for the singers, but 
for the most part Mark Wend- 
land’s set and costumes work 
nicely, especially when the wall of 
clothing falls suddenly for the en¬ 
trance of the goddess Diana (well 
sung by Karen Fergurson) at the 
opera’s end. 

Married to the music 

Director Carey Perloff, on loan 
from ACT, has grasped the fact

that when operatic stage action is 
married to the music, it becomes 
infinitely more powerful. Under 
Perloff’s direction, the religious 
rituals had a sublime effect, and 
the singers were able to incorpo¬ 
rate the drama of Gluck’s orches¬ 
tral writing into their movement 
in a natural way. 

This is not to suggest it was a 
perfect evening. Stringing up 
Oreste and Pylade (Norman 
Shankle) with ropes for such a 
long time got dangerously close to 
softcore porn, and the two men 
did not seem totally at ease with 
the physical requirements of their 
scenes together, mild (and neces¬ 
sary) though they were. 

Vocally, Lamberti’s Iphigenie 
was not to everyone’s taste. Her 
spinto soprano is rich and pas¬ 


sionate, so those who prefer a cool, 
restrained, “classical” Iphigenie 
were disappointed. Since convey¬ 
ing emotion on the operatic stage 
is almost a lost art, I was happy to 
revel in such an intensely alive, 
young, passionate Iphigenie. 
Much of Lamberti’s soft singing 
was ravishingly beautiful, and she 
was often thrilling in the more ex¬ 
troverted moments of the role. 
Brava. But top honors must go to 
Ulrich for his superbly nuanced, 
beautifully sung Oreste. It was a 
musical, emotional, and dramatic 
tour de force. And when Lamber¬ 
ti and Ulrich were together, it was 
opera the way it ought to be. T

Swans in love

f| n the best of all possible 

■ worlds, last Friday’s and Satur¬ 
day night’s San Francisco Bal¬ 
let performances of Swan Lake 
would have been amalgamated 
into one impossibly glorious 
whole, and we’d still be at the War 
Memorial applauding. For maxi¬ 
mum effect, they could have been 
combined thus: 

The Production. Few com¬ 
plaints here. Jens-Jacob Worsaae’s 
first two acts, designed in a French 
style, a la Fragonard or Watteau, 
are exquisite. And his ravishing, 
danceable costumes, even after a 
decade of use, continue to show 
up the pretensions of costume de¬ 
signers for Lar Lubovitch (Othel¬ 
lo), William Forsythe ( The Vertig¬ 
inous Thrill of Exactitude ) and 
James Kudelka (Some Women and 
Men).

The Music. On opening night, 
under the baton of music director 
Denis de Coteau, Tchaikovsky’s 
greatest dramatic score continued 
to provide both the solid core of 
the performance and some of its 
biggest thrills.

So there was Berman, once 
again beating herself to death 
against an indifferent partner. 
Pierre is musical, and the white 
swan was sufficiently well- 
phrased to please my companion 
who’d never seen the ballet, but 
the black swan pas de deux lacked 
sizzle. 

Not on Saturday, when Tan 
and Vadim Solomakha, the decep¬ 
tively diminutive Ukrainian, 
reprised their hot-hot-hot pairing 
from the January gala. Give 
Tomasson full credit for seeing 
that this unlikely couple could 
make magic. Tan is elongated 
everywhere, from her liquid arms 
and proudly arched neck to her

glorious leg extensions. Her bal¬ 
ances last forever. The predomi¬ 
nant after-image of her swan is a 
thrusting arabesque; she seems 
about to fly away rather than 
frozen in a pose. And her animat¬ 
ed, expressive face, sadly passion¬ 
ate as Odette, maliciously malevo¬ 
lent as Odile, makes her totally 
captivating. 

Solomakha, with his soft land¬ 
ings, gentle manners, and pansy 
eyes (think Leo DiCaprio, guys), 
partners strongly, but with dis¬ 
cretion, showing off his ballerina. 
(It’s like the classic Fred and Gin¬ 
ger equation: she gives him sex 
appeal, he gives her class.) Their 
emotional connection, even in 
the midst of the bumptious phys- 
icality of Tomasson’s finale, has 
an ethereal, unconsummated 
quality. The partnership is a rap¬ 
turous fusion of music, tech¬ 
nique, emotion and art, and it 
drove the Saturday night audi¬ 
ence wild with pleasure. 

The Audience. Hey, you 


thought ballet was danced in a 
vacuum? If the audience doesn’t 
get what is happening, then noth¬ 
ing is happening. The San Fran¬ 
cisco Ballet still has that terrible 
habit of seating latecomers during 
the overture, and people still talk 
as if they were at Tap Dogs or Miss 
Saigon. Friday, half-a-dozen 
women had babies in their arms, 
though the babies behaved better 
than the adults. 

Still, this town knows its ballet, 
and the biggest salvos of cheering 
went exactly where they were 
most deserved: to Denis de 
Coteau and the orchestra; to 
Guennadi Nedviguine in the 
peasant pas de trois; to Steve 
Coutereel’s owlish villain (much 
stronger than Jorge Esquivel’s 
campy Rothbart on opening 
night); to Solomakha’s lighter- 
than-air variation in the black 
swan; to Tan practically every 
time she took a breath; and final¬ 
ly to the two of them for making 
magic together. ▼

Classical music on CD 

The glam treatment

if: n the steadily declining mar- 
11 ket of classical recordings, 
feverish publicists and clueless 
executives seem bent on trying 
any ploy to get their product sold. 
Even the common stereotype of 
the serious musician as serious 
dork probably won’t stop a young 
artist with even a modicum of 
good looks from being subjected 
to some form of cheesecake pro¬ 
motion. 

Of course, sexy is as sexy does, 
and if the talent isn’t there, no 
amount of provocative photogra¬ 
phy can shoot a second album to 
the top. Here, then, are some new 
releases from artists who are sur¬ 
viving the glam treatment with 
success. 



Nadja Salerno-Sonnenberg, Night 
and Day; Music from The Aspen 
Festival (EMI Classics) 


Nadja Salerno-Sonnenberg, 
Humoresque; London Symphony 
Orchestra (Nonesuch) 

The rebel angel of Juilliard has 
obviously been busy lately. Two 
new discs from different labels 
showcase contrasts in her tem¬ 
perament and are presented with 
none of the bad-girl poutiness 
implied by previous portraiture. 

Ironically, Salerno-Sonnen- 
berg’s notorious mugging might 
have helped Night and Day, be¬ 
cause it is surprisingly bland and 
undercharacterized. Proving her 
merit as a chamber musician, she 
submerges her personality to the 
point of disappearing. 

The program, recorded with 
some capable fellow artists from 
the Aspen Festival, might appeal 



to the uninitiated. Undemanding 
selections in nondescript rendi¬ 
tions will hardly scare the horses. 
Seasoned listeners, however, will 
probably object to excerpting 
movements from larger works, 
and while the Brahms Sextet, Op. 
18 is given complete, the perfor¬ 
mance lacks vitality. 

Much more in character is 
SaLerno-Sonnenberg’s plush 
recreation of the soundtrack to 
the 1947 Warner Brothers movie 
Humoresque. In typical Holly¬ 
wood style, serious musicians and 
their world are pictured with in¬ 
tense passion and mystery. John 
Garfield plays the violin, and Joan 
Crawford perishes from flying too 
close to his flame. 

Franz Waxman arranged a 
wonderful mish-mash of every 
kind of classical and popular 
music for this delightful non¬ 
sense, and composers ranging 
from Bach to Cole Porter make 
cameo appearances. 

With skilled piano accompani¬ 
ment by Leslie Stifelman and 
some idiomatic vocals from Judy 
Blazer, Salerno-Sonnenberg plays 
the hell out of her flashy violin 
solos. The London Symphony is 
led by Andrew Litten, and anyone 
who can resist the delicious 
campiness of Waxman’s Tristan 
and Isolde Fantasie should consid¬ 
er themselves forewarned. 

Penderecki, Violin Concerto No. 

2, Metamorphosen i; Anne-Sophie 
Mutter, Krzysztof Penderecki, 
London Symphony Orchestra 
(Deutsche-G rammophon) 

Anne-Sophie Mutter con¬ 
quered Europe at 13, championed 
by controversial conducting leg¬ 
end Herbert von Karajan. Later, 
she was marketed for America as 



an oomph girl wearing her trade¬ 
mark off-the-shoulder gowns. 

Still a classic German beauty, 
she has matured gracefully into 
what compatriots call a “gnadige 
frau,” a rich expression that gen¬ 
erally means “class act.” 

Mutter’s prodigious talent has 
never been in dispute, nor has her 
brilliant intellect, and she has 
miraculously become one of the 
highest-paid artists in classical 
music while staunchly promoting 
the music of 20th-century com¬ 
posers. 

This new release with the com¬ 
poser conducting is a major pre¬ 
miere, and a mostly unqualified 
success. Some critics accuse Pen¬ 
derecki of shallow argument, but I 
find most of his later works en¬ 
grossing, and the new Concerto is 
no exception. 

The mood is elegiac and, with 
the exception of a few violent out¬ 
bursts, remarkably lyrical. The 
dedicatee plays with astonishing 
virtuosity, and the recorded 
sound is perfect. A wonderful 
Bartok Sonata for Violin and 
Piano no. 2 with pianist Lambert 
Orkis rounds out the disc.

Pretty but fallow

Act Two (“The Final Round”) 
was so brief it looked unfinished. 
The front scrim was lifted, and 
dancers created a canvas of apoc¬ 
alyptic dread with the aid of 
Stephen Hannock’s darkly pro¬ 
jected backdrop paintings. Sheila 
Chandra’s New Age India-in- 
spired music was welcome after 
David Linton’s Act One score of 
deconstructed rock and ambient 
noises. The men were now in ca¬ 
sual pants as Petronio entered in 
a black unitard hooked up to a 
thick black cord rising overhead. 
With promises of a Peter Pan mo¬ 
ment, Petronio instead stayed 
earthbound and slowly tilted for¬ 
ward until he was nearly parallel 
to the floor.

f or nearly a month, Stephen 
Petronio, the acclaimed New 
H York choreographer, has 
been camped at Yerba Buena Cen¬ 
ter for the Arts under the financial 
auspices of San Francisco Perfor¬ 
mances. The residency culminat¬ 
ed in the full-length dance Not 
Garden, which was given its world 
premiere last weekend before 
moving on to the Northwest, Eu¬ 
rope and New York. 

Petronio came of age as a 
dancer with Trisha Brown, the 
veteran choreographer known for 
her luscious movement and blue- 
chip visual collaborators (Robert 
Rauschenberg, Nancy Graves, 
Donald Judd). Petronio has 
forged his own style to be sure, his 
choices are more biting and edgy, 
as witnessed in the signature 1986 
solo #3 and the infectious 1993 
dance The King is Dead. But the 
debts to Brown are unmistakable. 
Chief among them is a commit¬ 
ment to collaboration, and in Not 
Garden he has gone all out. 

Marketed as the untold history 
of the 20th century as inspired by 
Dante’s Inferno, Not Garden began 
with a Petronio solo to the strains 
of Bach’s overly familiar “Ave 
Maria.” It was a lovely invocation 
tided “Call to the Gate,” but would 
seem to have precious little to do 
with what came subsequently. 
From there the remaining compa¬ 
ny of eight entered, with the men 
in black jockeys and untucked 
shirts that gave them a certain 
Tom Crui se/Risky Business fash¬ 
ion statement. The women were 
in off-white sheer dresses that 
brought to mind Maggie the Cat 
trawling the bayou. 

The costumes, by Ghost, Ltd., 
and the dancers were ultimately 
upstaged by Tal Yarden’s moving 
visual landscape. In the lengthy 
section called “The Pit,” names of 
this century’s most malevolent 
leaders, including Hitler, Mao, 
Mussolini, Stalin, and Pol Pot, were 
projected on a see-through front 
scrim. Behind them, a large video 
screen provided a collage of scenes 
— sharks, crowded streets, a burn¬ 
ing flower. The effect was initially 
engaging, with ever-changing im¬ 
ages as large as a movie screen 
swimming across the stage. But 
soon the evocations became pre¬ 
cious: Madonna, Tammy Faye, a 
smiley face, and aol.com. Petronio 
and company’s intent became 
muddier still as Act One ended 
with the dancers delivering uncon¬ 
vincing slaps and slugs to each 
other. One wondered what any of 
this had to do with hell or history, 
much less history untold.

What never got articulated, even 
as Scherr asked Loulan 20-odd 
times why she insisted on being 
called a lesbian and not bisexual, 
is that Loulan’s career is writing 
and commenting on lesbian sex¬ 
uality. It’s about money, pure and 
simple. 

But since 20/20 is never pure, 
just simple, this never got raised, 
The question that should be put 
to ABC is why this opportunistic, 
sensationalistic drivel is worthy of 
prime-time coverage. Or have we 
answered our own question?

; hen is a heterosexual 
woman really a lesbian? 
What may sound like the 
opening line to a joke heard in a 
bar was actually the substance (we 
use that word very loosely) of a 
segment of 20/20, ABC’s flimsiest 
newsmagazine. 

The cast of 20/20 is dreadful 
enough, consisting of the oldest, 
but not wisest, folks in network 
journalism, and a few crackpots. 
There’s the ever-ebullient and to¬ 
tally clueless 80-something Hugh 
Downs; the racist, sexist and gen¬ 
erally snarly malcontent John 
Stossel, who is like Mikey grown 
up — he hates everyone; and that 
caricature of a newswoman, Bar¬ 
bara Walters, who gets more em¬ 
barrassing with each successive 
program, adding her facile, sac¬ 
charine commentary to her 
correspondents’ hard 
work. (Don’t take 
our word for it —• 
tune in to just one 
episode of The View, 

Miz Walters’ ana- 
cephalic brainchild.) 

So, given the lim¬ 
ited alpha wave 
activity on 
20/20, as well 
as the show’s 

past record presenting the more 
sensationalistic aspects of queer 
life, the most recent segment was¬ 
n’t really surprising, just awful. We 
were mesmerized, as by a bad ac¬ 
cident on the roadway. 

Two years ago, JoAnn Loulan, 
therapist, columnist, and author 
of numerous books on sex and re¬ 
lationships, found herself in bed 
with and then in love with a new 
partner. Loulan, 50, a self-pro¬ 
fessed femme lesbian with long, 
beach-blonde corkscrew curls,

had become enmeshed with 
Ronny Crawford, 35, drummer 
for pop singer Lisa Loeb. 

“You know how you 
just have sex with 
someone as a joke,” 
she told veteran re¬ 
porter Lynne Scherr. 
Scherr, well past 50, in 
a longtime marriage, 
shook her head. Un¬ 
daunted, 
Loulan contin¬ 
ued, explain¬ 
ing that “sex is 
an activity, not an identity.” (The 
exact opposite of what Michael 
Jackson told breeder wife number 
two, but we digress.) Loulan’s in 
love with and has been living with 
Crawford — a man — for two 
years. The conundrum, she says, is 
that “inside” and “culturally,” she 
is a lesbian. 

Hetero privilege 

Conundrum only for Loulan 
and 20/20, however. Loulan could 
claim heterosexual identity (to go 
with the heterosexual privilege 
she’s enjoying) or claim bisexual 
identity (to explain her previous 
lesbian relationships). She cannot 
claim to be a lesbian “inside” and 
blame lesbians for not supporting 
her heterosexual lifestyle. 

This 20/20 debacle was exe¬ 
crable. Loulan is a show-woman, 
as anyone who has paid the stiff 
fees for her workshops can attest. 
This was no exception. She wept 
about how lesbians refuse to ac¬ 
cept her as,a lesbian now that she 
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ACT class

goodness.’ I was surprised they’re 
so up-to-date.” 

She is one of four ACT staffers 
taking the class. One of the perks 
of working at ACT is free enroll¬ 
ment in Studio classes if there are 
any unfilled slots.

Clair said, “and an actor who 
knows what the play is about. And 
some of it may have been about 
hiring for diversity, and I’m fine 
with that, because I know I can do 
the work.” 

Last year, St. Clair suggested 
and taught a scene-study class in 
August Wilson’s plays, the first 
time an ACT class had focused on 
a black writer. And St. Clair’s gay 
and lesbian acting class is another 
first for ACT. “I guess I’m using all 
aspects of myself,” he said. 

While St. Clair’s recent com¬ 



mitment to teaching sometimes 
gets in the way of his own acting 
aspirations, it did let him leave his 
job as a waiter. It’s also making 
him a better actor, he said. 

“Teaching helps you get a bet¬ 
ter understanding of the process,” 
St. Clair said. “I think I’m a grow¬ 
ing actor, but I haven’t had that 
much opportunity to work, so 
teaching has really helped.” 

Warming up 

In the classroom, St. Clair is 
both gentle and intense. Even dur¬ 
ing the warm-up exercises, his 


dark eyes are constantly scanning 
the room, picking up some un¬ 
known information. “You need to 
have that full 100-percent sacred- 
ground involvement,” he tells the 
group as they shake, shout, and 
shimmy away their real-life con¬ 
cerns. 

The students then begin work¬ 
ing on the scenes they have been 
assigned: a grieving father visits 
his late son’s lover, only to find 
that he is sharing his house with a 
new man; a gay dancer coaches an 
apparently straight actor for a gay 
film role; a lesbian and her lover 
try to convince a former 
boyfriend to father a child for 
them; a college instructor fights 
his attraction for the straight jock 
he is tutoring. 

On this day, the pieces have 
purposefully not yet been memo¬ 
rized. The students improvise 
from their readings of the mater¬ 
ial, looking for the emotions 
rather than the lines. St. Clair of¬ 
fers suggestions and observations 
and asks questions before the 
scenes are run again. Midway 
through the course, the students 
will get a new set of scenes that 
“will be a little more difficult, 
dealing with heavier issues,” St. 
Clair said. Bent and The Boys in 
the Band are among the titles 
under consideration. Those 
scenes will be polished before they 
are presented in an open class that 
friends and other Studio students 
can attend. 

“This is not a class on how to 
act gay, by any means,” St. Clair 
said. “You deal with the world of 
the play, whatever that is, and the 
actor’s job is to communicate 
that. But what you want to do is 
bring an aspect of yourself to the 
role. This is a class where you can 
be comfortable doing that.” T

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Pulchritude’s progress

The Male Nude by David Leddick; 
Taschen, $29.99 


. ovelist/critic David Led- 
dick’s The Male Nude 
il makes an excellent com¬ 
panion volume to the earlier 
(1994) Taschen book, 1,000 Nudes 
(the Uwe Scheid Collection). 
While that work was composed 
almost exclusively of female nudes 
from the 1850s to the 1950s, Led- 
dick’s opus gives fans of the male 
form 768 pages to glory in, from 
the 1850s right down to the pre¬ 
sent day. 

As might be expected, the 
usual suspects — Baron Wilhelm 
von Gloeden, George Platt Lynes, 
Bob Mizer, Herb Ritts, Bruce 
Weber, Tom Bianchi, Robert Map¬ 
plethorpe, Pierre et Gilles, etc. — 
are all present and accounted for. 
However, they acquit themselves 
admirably with vibrant, albeit fa¬ 
miliar, images that still manage to 
look fresh in this larger, historical 
context. 

The real joy of a collection 
such as this is the many surprises 
in store for the unsuspecting 
reader, from Edwin F. 
Townsend’s series of photos on 
the legendary Tony Sansone to 
Cecil Beaton’s two-page spread 
on Johnny Weismuller that gives 
new meaning to the word 
“creamy.” Other finds include 
work by the likes of Konrad Hel- 
big, Sakiko Nomura, James Bid- 
good, George Daniell, Will 
McBride, and the ever-popular 
and prolific Anonymous. Of 
course, these are just some of my 
favorites; fortunately, The Male 
Nude is all-encompassing 
enough to accommodate almost 
everyone’s tastes and preferences. 

A careful — and lucky — pe¬ 
ruser may even have the same ex¬ 
perience I had: of rediscovering a 
cherished picture that had since 
become a blur in memory. In my 
case, it was Vivienne Maricevic’s

Eugene, truly an angel caught un¬ 
awares. 

Although each image has its 
own power and immediacy, it’s es¬ 
pecially fascinating to trace the 
trajectory of les hommes sans vete- 
ments since the beginnings of 
photography in the 19th century. 
The early photos feature men in 
decidedly stiff poses with over¬ 
sized fig leaves or gauzy draperies 
veiling their nether-regions. 
Often, they’re wrestling or run¬ 
ning or set amidst a pastiche of 
Greco-Roman statuary and arti¬ 
facts. They are all “studies,” as if 
there needed to be an excuse to 
record the wonders of men’s bod¬ 
ies. From this, it’s only a scant 150 
years to the radically sexualized 


and highly personal oeuvres of 
artists like Nan Goldin, Wolfgang 
Tillmans, and Richard Kern. A rel¬ 
atively short time, indeed, for 
such a leap. 

My only quibble with what is 
sure to be a standard reference 
work in its field is the 7-5/8” by 5- 
1/2” format. This is a book that 
fairly cries out for coffee-table sta¬ 
tus (like its predecessor), and even 
though the reproductions are of 
superb quality, bigger here would 
have definitely been better (albeit 
pricier and a lot heavier). In any 
case, The Male Nude is a treasure 
trove of images and information, 
art and kitsch, that any aficionado 
of our unclothed brethren will 
cherish. V

Carnalval 

I ’ve had a few problems in my lim¬ 
ited experiences with interactive 
performance art. While the genre 
certainly qualifies as avant-garde, post- 
postmodern, and just about any other 
intellectual label for “the cutting edge” 
to be had, it can easily seem to lack “old 
school” qualities like poignancy, mean¬ 
ing, and structure. I’ve always found it 
to be a little too pretentious and one¬ 
dimensional, leaving me with an aim¬ 
less, empty feeling as I wandered 
around the “interactive gallery.” It was 
like someone had written the audience 
into the play, but had neglected to put 
together a coherent script. 

But not so with Joegh Bullock’s and 
Scott Levkoff’s Carni Mundi at the Cli¬ 
mate Gallery. The show is billed as a hy¬ 
brid of erotic cabaret, circus sideshow, 
puppet show, and environmental the¬ 
atre —■- all under the guise of a virtual 
big-top for the ‘90s. But it is nothing 
short of genius, pulling the audience 
into a kaleidoscopic living theatre 
where each patron can shape their own 
experience through their encounters 
with the various performers (20 in all). 

From the very beginning, when the 
audience is given a sideshow rundown 
by a circus barker and then shown a 
silent sex film before being set free into 
the fun house, the atmosphere is one of 
carefully charged eroticism. The sump¬ 
tuous sets, the elaborate, and at times 
nearly non-existent, costumes, and the 
wonderful talent of the various erotic 
freaks in the show have all been care¬ 
fully orchestrated to transport you into 
a reality where pleasure is king and we 
are all challenged to examine how far 
we are willing to go (and with whom) 
for that fleeting pleasure fix.

After leaving (or rather being 
forced out the door after nearly 2 1/2 
hours), I walked away feeling intellec¬ 
tually satiated, yet somehow emotion¬ 
ally enervated and unsure — a sort of 
theatrical afterglow as a result of a vir¬ 
tual near-sex experience. ▼

Marv Albert, 
whose career was dead; and, of 
course, [Donald] Trump, who 
was brain-dead. The great fear in 
certain newspaper city rooms was 
that Sinatra, Ronald Reagan, 
Bob Hope, Boris Yeltsin, and 
‘the Pope would all die on the 
same day. To match the space 
given to Princess Di, they’d need 
to add 160 pages in special sup¬ 
plements alone.” It sounds to us as 
if Hamill should be writing Out 
There: he’s a natural with the 
bold-face names. 

Hamill also declares, “Every 
newspaper should promote its 
stars, regardless of gender: the 
columnists and prizewinners. It 
should never spend a dime on pro¬ 
moting the publisher, about whom 
the general public doesn’t give a 
rat’s ass.” Memo to Bay Guardian 
publisher Bruce B. Brugmann: 
Cancel that next round of bus, taxi, 
and billboard ads!

gering more issues for Bayliss as 
he worked the case. At dinner later 
with the new female detective on 
the squad, he attempted to explain 
why their date had gone awry. 
“I’m not gay... But when I’ve been 
involved with men*I’ve thought 
about women, and when I’ve been 
with women I’ve thought about 
men. I always thought if I told 
anyone who I really was, they 
would run away.” 

This is the kind of thoughtful, 
honest, realistic depiction of the 
complexities of sexuality that one

Kyle Secor has invest¬ 
ed this entire storyline with depth 
and vulnerability, expressing 
Bayliss’s conflicts as multidimen¬ 
sional and complicated.

There are many who will 
be disappointed that Bayliss ap¬ 
pears to be embarking on a het¬ 
erosexual relationship, but his ac¬ 
knowledgment of his bisexuality 
was both poignant and ground¬ 
breaking.

Skin To Skin: Erotic Lesbian 
Love Stories by Martha Miller; 
New Victoria, $12.95 

!%- kin To Skin is a remarkable 
collection of short fiction, 
11 but don’t be misled by the 
word erotic in the title. These sto¬ 
ries deal with Eros in many guis¬ 
es, but don’t assume that this is a 
book to be read one-handed. 

I almost didn’t finish this col¬ 
lection, because the third story 
contains what may be the most 
cruel sentence I’ve ever read. Ex¬ 
plaining to the narrator just why 
she cheated on her, Danielle says 
bluntly: “I just wanted to be with 
someone pretty.” It took my 
breath away, that calculated bit of 
meanness, but after a few days of 
shuddering at the thought, I was 
able to go back and finish both 
“Pretty” and the rest of these re¬ 
markable tales. “Last Trip to the 
Yukon” is a powerful tale of a 
friendship that cannot survive the 
decision of one of the parties to 
give up drugs. “Skin to Skin” is an 
extraordinary look at AIDS and 
the ways in which coping can 
mean taking serious risks with 
one’s heart. When a new person 


joins an AIDS support group, her 
statement, “I’m not sure I belong 
here,” is followed first by stunned 
silence, and then the narrator’s 
angry realization: “I wonder what 
the hell that means. But in the 
short silence that follows, I know. 
We’ve got our first innocent vic¬ 
tim, and she’s in the unique posi¬ 
tion of thinking she doesn’t de¬ 
serve to die.” 

Martha Miller is an artist with 
words. Using not one more than 
absolutely necessary, she sculpts 
small universes, peoples them 
with real and individual charac¬ 
ters, then shows the way love 
hurts or heals or entertains. Filled 
with honest laughs and painful 
tears, Skin To Skin is a brilliant 
collection. I only hope Miller 
writes much more, and soon. T

Kate 
loses family and love in one terri¬ 
ble instant. Kate leaves her aunt’s 
home, and the town where she 
was so hurt, and makes a solitary 
life for herself. After her aunt’s 
death, Kate moves home to the 
house where she grew up, and 
finds that the past has a way of 
coming along for a present-day 
ride. 

Lyn Denison writes of small 
events that tell volumes. Her char¬ 
acters, major and minor, are 
vividly drawn, and are a pleasure 
to love or to hate. Choosing a 
main character who has with¬ 
drawn from life takes a certain 
naivete or considerable skill. 
Denison has the skill to make us 
long for this character’s reawak¬ 
ening, and when it comes we feel 
that she, and we, have earned it. 
Gold Fever is more than roman¬ 
tic genre fiction. It offers a serious 
look at the ways we hurt each 
other and ourselves while it offers 
the possibility of healing, and 
maybe a little revenge. You will 
come to care about these women, 
to be entertained and moved by 
their lives. ▼

• hen last we left our hero, 
who was a decidedly un¬ 
heroic, in fact quite vil¬ 
lainous character, she was dead. 
At least all of her mortal enemies 
in Detroit thought so, because 


Brett faked her own death so she 
could run away and play house 
with her true love, Allie. Now 
she’s Samantha Peterson, so she 
can be called Sam, so butch, don’t 
you know, though Allie keeps call¬ 
ing her Brett anyway, but no one 
seems to notice that funny name 
thing. The reason for the death 
faking had to do with the very real 
possibility that some Detroit bad 
guys would like to kill Brett, so of 
course, after a year in California, 
Brett and Allie move back to 
Michigan. Right. 

They buy a house with cash, 
apparently a common occurrence 
in Alma, because it excites no 
comment, an odd thing for a 
small town, I think, but maybe 
Alma is different. The house is 
haunted, owing to a particularly 
grisly murder that took place in it 
at the very moment in 1967 when 
Brett was born. Within a very few 
pages, Allie and Brett decide to in¬ 
vestigate the murder and prove 
that the convicted lover of the vic¬ 
tim was not the real murderer. In 
order to do this investigating, 
Brett and Allie have to spend time 
making nuisances of themselves 
to the local police as well as to the 
town’s journalists. If I were in hid¬ 
ing, in fear for my life, I would 
avoid situations that would bring 
my face and name (whichever I 
remembered to use that day) to 
the attention of strangers, but that 
may be because I lack good hid¬ 
ing skills. 

Time passes, as it will, whether 
we are reading something won¬ 
derful, or not, and the stories of 
everyone who ever knew the mur¬ 
dered girl, or her family, or her 
friends are told in excruciatingly 
pointless detail. Eventually all is 
solved, with our intrepid sleuths 
well behind the curve in terms of 
their detecting. If it takes you 
more than a few minutes to figure 
out who and why, you simply 
have not been paying attention. 
Sex occurs, as it will, whether it 
contains any hint of Eros, or not, 
with considerably more frequency 
than you might expect in a rela¬ 
tionship where the women have 
fused so completely that they 
sound exactly alike. When the 
dead speak is when this reader 
will plow through another Brett 
Higgins mystery. I can only hope 
that won’t be any time soon. ▼
